Providing  for  the  health  and  safety  of  persons  employed  in  coal  mines. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly viet,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  owner  or  agent  of  every  anthracite  coal  mine  or  col-  owners  or  agents 
liery  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  an  accurate  map  or  ^orkTugs  Amines 
plan  of  the  workings  of  such  coal  mine  or  colliery,  on  a  scale  to  be  made. 
of  one  hundred  feet  to  the  inch  ;  and  when  there  is  more  than 
one  seam  of  coal  worked  in  said  coal  mine  or  colliery,  the  map 
or  plan  shall  exhibit  the  workings  in  each  seam  of  coal,  and 
shall  state  the  general  inclination  of  the  strata,  with  any  ma- 

rterial  deflection  therein  in  said  workings,  and  the  boundary 
lines  of  the  lands  of  said  coal  mines  or  colliery  ;  a  true  copy  c, pies, with  whom 
of  which  map   or  plan,  the  said  owner  or  agent  shall  deposit  deposited,  &c. 
with  the  inspectors  of  coal  mines  and  collieries  for  the  district 
in  which  the  coal  mine  or  colliery  is  situated,  within  four  months 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  one  copy  shall  be  kept  at  the

whom,  after  being  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  of  their 
duties,  shall  view  and  examine  the  premises,  and  determine 
as  to  whether  the  owner  ought,  or  ought  not,  under  the  circum- 
stances, to  have  the  privilege  of  making  an  additional  outlet 
through  or  upon  aivv  intervening  lands,  as  the  case  ma}'  re- 
quire, and  report  in  writing  to  the  next  term  of  the  court,

award;  if  the  finding  of  the  viewers  is  against  the  owner,  or 
if  no  award  be  made,  by  reason  of  any  default  or  neglect  on 
the  part  of  the  owner,  he  shall  be  bound  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  this  section  had 
not  been  enacted  ;  in  case  the  said  owner  or  agent  desires  to, 
and  claims  that  he  ought  to  make  an  additional  opening  un- 
der, through  or  upon  any  adjoining  or  intervening  lands,  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  this  act,  for  the  ingress  or  egress 
of  the  men  employed  in  his  or  their  coal  mine  or  colliery, 
he  or  they  shall  make  a  statement  of  the  facts  in  the  petition, 
with  a  survey  setting  out  the  point  of  commencement  and  the 
point  of  termination  of  the  proposed  outlet,  which  he  or  they, 
their  engineers,  agents  and  artists  may  enter  upon  said  in- 
tervening lands  and  survey,  and  mark  as  he  or  they  shall 
.find  it  proper  to  adopt  for  such  additional  outlet,  doing  no 
damage  to  the  property  explored  ;  and  the  viewers  shall  state 
in  their  report  what  damage  will  be  sustained  by  the  owner 
or  owners  of  the  intervening  lands  b^y  the  opening,  construct- 
ing and  using  of  the  outlet,  and  if  the  report  is  not  appealed 
from,  it  shall  be  liable  to  be  confirmed  or  rejected  by  said 
court,  as  to  right  and  justice  shall  appertain;  and  any  fur- 
ther and  all  proceedings  in  relation  thereto,  shall  be  in  con- 
formity with  like  proceedings  as  in  the  case  of  a  lateral  rail- 
road across  or  under  intervening  lands,  under  the  act  in  rela- 
tion to  lateral  railroads,  approsed  the  fifth  day  of  May,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  and  the  supplements 
thereto,  so  far  us  the  provisions  of  the  same  are  applicable 
hereto ;  and  the  notices  to  the  owner  of  intervening  lands  of 
the  intention  to  apply  for  the  privilege  of  making  an  outlet  and 
of  the  meeting  of  \iewers  shall  be  given,  and  tiie  costs  of  the 
case  shall  be  paid,  as  provided  in  the  said  act  of  the  fifth  of 
May,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  and  the  supplements 
thereto. 

Section  5.  Any  of  the  courts  of  law  or  equity  of  this  com-  courts, upDnappi;- 
monwealtn,  having  jurisdiction  where  the  coal  mine  or  col-  ^  "0"1  rXPbT 
liery  proceeded  against  is  situated,  upon  application  of  the  j*  >rknjrS  of  mines 
inspector  of  coal  mines  and  collieries  of  the  proper  district,* 
acting  in  behalf  of  the  commonwealth,  shall  prohibit  by  bij auc- 
tion or  o.hervvibe,  the  working  of  any  mine  in  which  any  per- 
son is  employed  in  working,  or  is  permitted  to  be  for  the  pur- 
pose of  working   in  contravention   of  the  provisions   of  this

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act,  and  may  award  such  costs  in  the  matter  of  the  injunction 
or  other  proceeding  as  the  court  may  think  just ;  but  this 
section  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  any  other  remedy  per- 
mitted by  law  for  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
Bunding  for  use  of  Section  6.  The  owner,  lessee,  operator  or  agent  of  every 
men  to  be  erected  coaj  miue  or  collierv,  shall  erect  or  provide,  at  or  near  the

mine,  to  wash  and  change  their  clothes  when  entering  the 
mine  and  when  returning  therefrom.

periy  ventilated.     collier^  an  adequate  amount  of  ventilation  of  not  less  than 
fifty-five  cubic  feet  per  second  of  pure  air,  or  thirty-three  hun- 
dred feet  per  minute,  for  every  fifty  men  at  work  in  such 
mine,  and  as  much  more  as  circumstances  may  require,  which 
shall  be  circulated  through  to  the  face  of  each  and  every  work- 
ing place  throughout  the  entire  mine,  to  dilute  and  render 
harmless  and  expel  therefrom  the  noxious,  poisonous  gases,  to 
such  an  extent,  that  the  entire  mine  shall  be  in  a  fit  state  for 
men  to  work  therein,  and  be  free  from  danger  to  the  health 
and  lives  of  the  men  by  reason  of  said  noxious  and  poisonous 
gases,  aud  all  workings  shall  be  kept  clear  of  standing  gas  ; 
ventilation,  how    the  ventilation  may  be  produced  by  using  blowing  engines, 
produced.  air-pumps,  forcing  or  suction  fans  of  sufficient  capacity  and 

power,  or  other  suitable  appliances,  as  to  produce  and  insure 
constantly  an  abundant  supply  of  fresh  air  throughout  the 
entire  mine  ;  but  in  no  case  shall  a  furnace  be  used  in  the 
*se  of  furnace>  &c-  mine,  where  the  coal  breaker  and   schute  buildings  are  built 
directly  over  and  covering  the  top  of  the  shaft,  for  the  purpose 
of  producing  a  hot  upcast  of  air,  and  there  shall  be  an  intake 
air-way  of  not  less  than  twenty  square  feet  area,  and  the  re- 
turn air-way  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-five  square  feet. 
Mining  boss  and        Section  8.  The  better  to  secure  the  ventilation   of  eveiy 
hi*  duties.  '  coal  mine  and  colliery,  and  provide  for  the  health  and  safety 

of  the  men  employed  therein,  otherwise  and  in  every  respect, 
the  owner  or  agent,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  charge  of  every 
coal  mine  or  colliery,  shall  employ  a  competent  and  practical 
inside  overseer,  to  be  called  mining  boss,  who  shall  keep  a  care- 
ful watch  over  the  ventilating  apparatus,  over  the  air-ways, 
the  traveling  ways,  the  pumps  and  sumps,  the  timbering,  to 
see,  as  the  miners  advance  in  their  excavations,  that  all  loose 
coal,  slate  or  rock  overhead  is  carefully  secured  against  fall- 
ing over  the  arrangements  for  signalling  from  the  bottom 
to  the  top  and  from  the  top  to  the  bottom  of  the  shaft  or 
slope,  over  the  metal  tube  from  the  top  to  the  bottom  of  the 
shaft  or  slope,  for  the  purpose  of  talking  through,  and  all 
things  connected  with  and  appertaining  to  the  safety  of  the 
men  at  work  in  the  mine  ;  he  or  his  assistants  shall  examine 
carefully  the  workings  of  all  mines  generating  explosive  gases 
every  morning  before  the  miners  enter  the  coal  mine  or  col- 
liery, and  shall  ascertain  that  the  mine  is  free  from  danger  ; 
and  the  workmen  shall  not  enter  the  mine  until  such  exami-

nation  has  been  made  and  reported,  and  the  cause  of  danger, 
if  any  exist,  be  removed  ;  and  he  or  his  assistant  shall  also, 
ever}-  evening,  when  the  workmen  leave  the  mine  or  colliery, 
go  over  the  mine  and  see  that  the  doors  of  the  passage  ways 
are  all  properly  closed,  and  that  all  the  air-ways  are  free  and 
unobstructed  to  the  passage  of  air  through  them ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  mine  boss  to  measure  the  ventilation  at 
least  once  per  week,  at  the  inlet  and  outlet,  also  at  or  near 
the  face  of  all  gangways  ;  and  all  measurements  to  be  reported 
to  the  inspector  once  per  month. 

Section  9.  All  and  ever}'  of  the  safety-lamps  used  in  coal  safety -lamps, 
mines  or  collieries  shall  be  the  property  of  the  owner  thereof, 
and  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  suitable  person,  under 
direction  of  the  mining  boss,  who  shall  keep  them  clean  and 
in  good  order;  and  the  mining  boss  shall  provide  that  all  Doors. 
doors  used  in  assisting,  or  in  any  way  affecting  ventilation  of 
the  mine,  shall  be  so  hung  and  adjusted  as  that  they  will  close 
of  their  own  accord,  and  cannot  stand  open  ;  and  the  main  air 
doors  on  the  traveling  roads  shall  be  double,  and  an  extra 
door  shall  be  fixed,  to  be  closed  only  in  the  event  of  an  acci- 
dent to  one  of  the  others,  and  the  sides  and  top  of  such  door 
shall  be  well  built  with  stones  and  mortar,  in  mines  in  which 
the  inspector  shall  deem  it  necessary  and  shall  so  order  ;  and 
all  main  doors  shall  be  provided  with  an  attendant,  whose  con- 
stant duty  shall  be  to  guard  them  and  prevent  them  being  left 
open  ;  and  every  mine  having  explosive  gas,  in  each  and  every  Mines  containiag 
part  of  such  mine  or  mines,  shall  be  divided  into  two,  four  explosive  gase^ 
or  more  panels  or  districts,  each  ventilated  by  a  separate  spit    ow  ' 

or  current  of  air,  and  fifty  persons  shall  be  the  greatest  num- 
ber that  shall  work  in  an}r  one  panel  or  district  at  the  same 
time  ;  and  bore  holes  shall  be  kept  twenty  feet  in  advance  of  Whenboreholesto 
the  face  of  each  and  every  place,  and  if  necessary,  on  both  be  kept  certain  dis- 
sides,  when  the  same  is  driven  towards  or  approaching  an  f*ce  w^dls.nce  °f 
abandoned  mine,  or  part  of  a  mine,  suspected  to  contain  in- 
flammable gases,  or  which  is  inundated  with  water. 

Section  10.  The  owner  or  agent  of  every  coal  mine  or  col-  Mineg  worked  by

attached  to  the  sides  ot  the  drum  of  every  machine  that  is  relative  to. 
used  for  lowering  or  hoisting  persons  in  or  out  of  any  mine ; 
an  adequate  break  shall  be  attached  to  every  drum  or  ma- 
chine, worked  by  steam  or  water  power,  that  is  or  will  be 
used  for  lowering  or  raising  into  or  out  of  any  said  mines, 
and  the  main  link  attached  to  the  swivel  of  the  wire,  or  any 
other  rope,  shall  be  made  of  the  best  quality  of  iron,  and  tested 
by  weights,  or  otherwise  satisfactorily  to  the  inspector,  and 
bridle  chains  shall  be  attached  to  the  main  link  from  the  cross 
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pieces  of  the  carriage,  and  no  single  link  chain  shall  be  used 
for  lowering  or   raising  persons  into  or  out  of  any  of  said 
mines  ;  and  no  boy  under  twelve  years  of  age  shall  work  or  en- 
Boys  under  wnain  ter  any  mine,  and  proof  must  be  given  of  his  age,  by  certifi- 
mines0t  to  W°lk  iu  cate  or  otherwise,  before  he  shall  be  employed  ;  and  no  father, 
or  any  other  person,  shall  conceal  or  misrepresent  the  age  of 
any  boy  ;  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  any  person  or  party  to  per- 
xegiect  to  perform  form  the  duties  provided  for  and  required  to  be  performed 
cM"afnrsect\oensby  by  sections  six,  seven,  eight,  nine    and  ten  of  this  act,  by 
the  parties  therein  required  to  perforin  them,  shall  be  taken 
and  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor  by  them,  or  either  or  any  of 
them,  and  upon  conviction   thereof  they,  or  any  or  either  of 
them,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  and  fine  of  not  ex- 
ceeding five  hundred  dollars,  or  either,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court  trying  the  same. 

No  owner  or  agent  of,  or  at,  any  coal  mine  or 
amies  of  engineers  colliery  operated  by  shaft  or  slope  shall  place  in  charge  of  any 
iagan^hoLung1""  engine  whereby  the  men  are  lowered  into  or  hoisted  out  of  the 
engines.  mine,  any  but  experienced,  competent,  sober  engineers  ;  and 

every  engineer  so  placed  in  charge  of  an  engine  shall  con- 
stantly attend  to  the  engine  of  which  he  has  charge,  and  shall 
not  allow  any  person,  except  such  as  may  be  deputed  by  the 
operator  or  agent,  to  touch  or  meddle  with  it  or  any  part  of  its 
machinery  ;  he  shall  work  the  engine  slowly  with  great  care 
when  any  person  is  ascending  or  descending  the  shaft  or  slope, 
and  wThen  any  person  is  about  to  descend  or  ascend  the  shaft 
or  slope,  the  men  at  the  bottom,  or  top,  as  the  case  may  be, 
must  inform  the  engineer,  by   the  metal  tube,  the  signal,  or 
otherwise,  thereof ;  and  no  one  shall  interfere  with,  or  in  any

policy  of  insurance,  contract  or  guaranty,  against  loss  by'  fire 
or  lightning,  without  authority  expressly  conferred  by  a  char- 
ter of  incorporation,  given  according  to  law ;  and  every  such 
policy,  contract  or  guaranty,  hereafter  made,  executed  or 
issued,  shall  be  void. 

Section  2.  That  any  person  offending  against  the  provisions 
ing  gainst  provi-  of  this  act,  or  any  person  who  shall  make,  execute  or  issue 
sions  hereof  any  policy  of  insurance,  contract  or  guaranty,  against  loss  by

To  prevent  the  injury  or  destruction  of  baggage  within  the  limits  of 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  any  baggage  master,  express  agent,  stage  driver,  hack- 
man  or  other  person,  whose  duty  it  is  to  handle,  remove  or 
take  care  of  the  baggage  of  passengers,  who  shall  wilfully  or 
recklessly  injure  or  destroy  any  trunk,  valise,  box,  package 
or  parcel,  while  loading,  transporting,  unloading,  delivering 
or  storing  the  same,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  dollars:  Provided,  That  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  release  railroad  or 
other  transportation  companies  from  their  liabilities  under 
existing  laws.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  (he  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
•        bly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
Militia,  how       That  the  active  militia  of  this  commonwealth  shall  hereafter 
styled,  &c  be  stvied  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  and  shall  be

Arrangement  of      Section  2.  The  commander-in-chief  may  arrange  the  vol- 
vision*  br£ di"   unteer  militia,  when  they  exist  in  sufficient  numbers  and  are 
gades,  «&c.  conveniently  located,  into  divisions,  brigades,  regiments,  bat- 

talions and  companies,  and  make  such  alterations  as  from 
time  to  time  may  be  necessary  ;  each  division,  brigade,  regi- 
ment, battalion  and  company  shall  be  designated  by  number 
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or  letter,  at  the  formation  thereof,  and  a  record  thereof  made 
in  the  office  of  the  adjutant  general.

supplement. 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  exemptions  now  allowed  by  law, 
any  person  who  has  uniformed  or  shall  hereafter  uniform 
himself,  according  to  the  provisions  of  any  law  of  this  com- 
monwealth, and  who  shall  have  performed  duty  in  any  mili- 
tary organization  of  the  militia  of  the  state,  for  the  space  of 
five  years,  or  who  enlisted  for  one,  two  and  three  years,  or  for 
nine  months  in  active  service  in  the  United  States,  and  was 
honorably  discharged,  shall  be  exempt  from  further  military 
service,  except  in  case  of  war,  invasion  or  insurrection,  and 
from  serving  as  a  juror,  if  he  so  desires,  during  the  period  of 
such  military  service. 

Section  8.  Every  enlisted  man  shall  serve  for  five  years, 
unless  disability  after  enlistment  incapacitates  him  to  per- 
form such  duty,  or  he  is  regularly  discharged  by  the  proper 
officer,  or  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  regimental  court 
martial ;  and  the  term  of  every  commissioned  officer  shall  be 
for  the  same  period,  unless  his  commission  shall  be  otherwise 
lawfully  determined  and  annulled. 

Section  9.  The  proper  discharging  officer  of  non-commis- 
sioned officers  and  enlisted  men  shall  be  the  company  com- 
mander, whose  certificate  of  discharge,  if  an  independent  or- 
ganization, shall  be  good,  sufficient  and  valid;  but  if  not  an 
independent  organization,  such  certificate  shall  be  approved 
by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment,  battalion  or 
squadron  to  which  such  company  is  attached. 

Section  10.  That  section  twelve  of  the  act  of  April  twenty- 
one,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  relating  to 
courts  of  inquiry  and  courts  martial,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  re-enacted,  except  that  the  number  of  officers  consti- 
tuting such  courts  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  army  of  the 
United  States  ;  and  the  courts  martial  for  the  trial  of  all 
officers,  except  general  officers,  shall  be  ordered  b}r  the 
division  commander. 

Section  11.  That  every  division  commander  in  the  National 
Guard  of  Pennsylvania  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  mili- 
tary board  or  commission,  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
five  officers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  the  capacity, 
qualification,  propriety  of  conduct  and  efficiency  of  any  com- 
missioned officer  in  his  division  who  may  be  reported  to  the 
board  or  commission,  and  upon  the  report  of  said  board,  if 
adverse  to  such  officer,  and  if  approved  by  the  commander- 
in-chief,  the  commission  of  such  officer  shall  be  vacated: 
Provided  always,  That  no  officer  shall  be  eligible  to  sit  on 
such  board  whose  rank  or  promotion  would  in  any  way  be 
affected  by  its  proceedings;  and  two  members,  at  least,  if 
practicable,  shall  be  of  equal  rank  with  the  officer  examined ;

ponding secretary,  a  treasurer,  and  twenty-four  persons  who 
shall  form  a  board  of  managers  ;  all  these  officers  shall  con- 
stitute an  executive  committee,  and  in  them  shall  be  vested 
the  control  and  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  said  corpo- 
ration ;  and  the  executive  committee  may  appoint  such  other 
officers  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  society. 

Section  4.  In  the  month  of  April  in  every  year  an  election  Subsequent 
for  officers  of  the  said  society  shall  be  held  in  the  city  .of e  ec  lous" 
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Philadelphia,  at  such  time  and  place,  and  after  such  notice  as 
the  executive  committee  may  deem  proper ;  and  the  said  offi- 
cers shall  continue  to  act  until  their  successors  shall  have 
been  duly  elected ;  at  all  such  elections  every  person  who  is 
a  member  of  the  society,  and  who  shall,  within  one  year,  have 
paid  the  sum  of  one  dollar  to  the  treasurer  thereof,  for  the  use 
of  the  society,  shall  be  entitled  to  give  one  vote.

rights,  privileges  and  franchises  of  telegraph  company  in  said 
city  :  Provided,  That  such  line  or  lines,  or  improvements 
thereon,  shall  in  no  case  be  constructed  in  such  manner  as  to 
incommode  the  public  use  of  said  streets,  roads  or  highways, 
or  injuriously  interrupt  the  navigation  of  said  Avaters  :  Pro- 
vided further,  That  where  the  said  company  shall  pass 
through  private  property,  and  cannot  agree  with  the  owners 
thereof,  they  shall  be  required  to  make  compensation  there- 
for, the  damages  to  be  assessed  in  the  manner  provided  in 
the  act  incorporating  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company, 
and  the  several  supplements  thereto.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  Charles  Baiter,  C.  H.  Tyson,  Alexander  S.  Moorehead, 
F.  W.  Hughes,  R.  F.  Weaver,  George  D.  B.  Keirn,  L.  F. 
Whitney,  F.  B.  Kaercher,  Lewis  L.  Huntsinger,  William  B. 
Rudy,  and  all  other  persons  who  shall  hereafter  become  stock- 
holders in  the  company  incorporated,  shall  be  and  are  hereby 
created  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Safe  Deposit 
Bank  of  Pottsville,  and  by  that  name  they  shall  be  capable 
by  law  to  hold  and  dispose  of  property,  to  sue  and  be  sued 
in  any  court  whatever,  to  make,  have  and  use  a  common  seal,

Extending  the  criminal  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  the 
counties  of  Tioga  and  Susquehanna. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  several  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  counties  of  Tioga 
and  Susquehanna  he  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  hear 
and  determine,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  the  sev- 
eral offences  and  misdemeanors  mentioned  in  the  thirtieth, 
thirty-first,  forty-fourth,  forty-sixth,  sixt}r-ninth,  sevent}'-sec- 
ond,  ninety-seventh,  one  hundred  and  third,  one  hundred  and 
twelfth,  one  hundred  and  fortieth,  one  hundred  and  forty- 
eighth,  one  hundred  and  fifty-second  sections  of  the  act  of 
the  thirty-first  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty,  entitled  "An  Act  to  consolidate,  revise 
and  amend  the  penal  laws  of  this  commonwealth." 

Section  2.  Whenever  any  person  shall  be  brought  before 
a  justice,  on  a  warrant  issued  by  said  justice,  founded  on  the 
oath  or  information  of  the  party  aggrieved,  or  by  some  one 
acting  for  the  party  aggrieved,  the  complaint  or  information 
shall  be  fully  read  aloud  in  the  hearing  of  the  defendant  or 
party  accused  ;  and  if  the  defendant  shall  plead  guilty  of  the 
charge  against  him,  the  justice  shall  proceed  to  inquire  into 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  so  far  as  he  shall  think  best 
for  a  proper  understanding  of  the  defendant's  guilt,  and 
shall  proceed  to  pass  sentence  upon  the  defendant,  which 
sentence  shall  have  the  full  force  and  effect  of  a  sentence  pro- 
nounced by  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  in  like  cases,  and 
the  defendant  shall  be  committed  to  the  jail  of  the  county 
until  the  sentence  be  complied  with. 

Section  3.  If  the  defendant  shall  plead  not  guilty  to  the 
offence  charged,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  signify  his  determi- 
nation to  be  tried  by  a  jury  of  six  before  the  said  justice,  the 
justice  shall  make  an  entry  to  that  effect  upon  his  docket,  and 
the  defendant  shall  then  enter  into  recognizance,  with  good 
and  sufficient  surety,  or  sureties,  conditioned  for  his  appear- 
ance before  the  said  justice  at  a  day  certain,  and  not  depart 
without  leave  until  discharged  according  to  law ;  but  if  the 
defendant  shall  not  enter  into  such  recognizance  as  aforesaid, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  constable  to  keep  him  or  her  safely 
until  discharged  by  course  of  law;  and  in  either  case  the  jus- 
tice shall  proceed  to  the  trial  of  the  cause  in  the  manner 
pointed  out  in  the  following  sections  of  this  act ;  but  if  the 
defendant  shall  not  signify  his  or  her  determination  to  be 
tried  before  said  justice,  the  justice  shall  proceed  with  the 
defendant  the  same  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed. 

Section  4.  Whenever  a  defendant  shall  signify  his  or  her 
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determination  to  be  tried  by  a  jury  of  six,  before  the  justice  How  juries  to  be 
of  the  peace,  for  any  of  the  offences  of  which  a  justice  of  the  BUmmoned- 
peace  shall  have  jurisdiction,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  in  the  manner  pointed  out  in  the 
foregoing  section,  the  said  justice  is  hereby  required  to  issue 
a  venire,  directed  to  the  constable  of  the  proper  borough  or 
township  where  the  said  cause  is  to  be  tried,  commanding 
'him  to  summon  six  good  and  lawful  men,  citizens  of  said 
borough  or  township,  and  having  the  qualifications  of  electors 
therein,  who  shall  be  in  no  wise  of  kin  of  either  defendant  or 
complainant,  nor  in  any  manner  interested,  who  shall  be 
chosen  as  follows,  to  wit:  The  justice  shall  write  in  a  panel  How  impaneled 
the  names  of  eighteen  persons,  from  which  the  defendant,  his 
agent  or  attorney,  shall  strike  one  name,  the  complainant  or 
prosecutor  one,  and  so  on  alternately  until  each  shall  have 
stricken  six  names  ;  and  the  remaining  six  shall  constitute 
the  jury,  to  be  and  appear  before  such  justice  at  the  time  to 
which  said  cause  shall  have  been  adjourned,  to  serve  as  a  jury 
for  the  trial  of  such  cause :  Provided,  That  if  either  party 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  aid  in  striking  the  jury  as  afore- 
said, the  justice  shall  strike  the  same  in  behalf  of  such  party. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  constable  to  make  Duties  of  con- 
service  of  said  venire,  and  to  return  the  same,  with  the  names  sta   es- 
of  the  persons  by  him  summoned,  at  the  time  appointed  for 
the  trial  of  the  cause. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  constable  to  be  in  Talesmen. 
attendance  on  said  court  at  the  time  appointed  for  said  trial, 
and  during  the  progress  of  the  same,  and  if  by  reason  of 
challenge  for  cause,  sickness  or  other  disabilit}',  the  persons 
whose  names  shall  be  returned  by  the  venire,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  not  be  impanelled  as  jurors,  the  said  constable  shall  fill 
the  panel  from  the  bystanders,  as  is  done  by  the  sheriffs  in 
the  court  of  common  pleas ;  and  the  said  constable  shall  be 
allowed,  for  his  attendance  on  said  court,  one  dollar  per  day,  Fees  of  consta- 
in  addition  to  the  fees  already  allowed  by  law,  to  be  taxed  in  bles< 
the  bill  of  costs ;  and  at  the  close  of  the  trial  the  jury  shall 
be  conducted  by  the  constable  to  some  private  and  conve- 
nient place,  where  they  may  deliberately  and  without  inter- 
ruption consult  upon  their  verdict. 

Section  7.  The  competence  and  credibility  of  witnesses,  the  Witnesses, 
form  of  the  oaths  and  jurors  and  witnesses,  and  the  constable 
who  shall  wait  upon  the  jury,  shall  be  the  same  as  in  the  trial 
of  the  same  offences  in  the  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  the 
jury  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  and  control  over  the  Costs. 
pa3'ment  of  costs  :  Provided,  That  the  county  shall  in  no  case 
be  liable  for  either  the  prosecutor's  or  the  defendant's  bill  of 
costs;  and  the  justice,  in  case  the  jury  shall  by  their  verdict

elusive  upon  all  questions  of  fact  involved  therein,  and  no 
writ  of  certiorari  or  error,  or  appeal,  shall  be  allowed  for  the 
review  of  such  case  of  fact  so  tried  by  the  jury ;  and  in  case 
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the  proceedings  shall  be  removed  to  a  higher  court,  upon  cer- 
tiorari or  otherwise,  the  district  attorney  shall  thereafter  con- 
duct the  proceedings  in  behalf  of  the  commonwealth,  and  his 
fee  shall  be  the  same  as  upon  indictments  found  by  the  grand 
jury,  to  be  taxed  and  paid  as  the  other  costs  of  the  case  ;  and 
if  the  proceedings  shall  be  reversed,  on  any  certiorari  or  writ 
of  error,  sued  out  on  behalf  of  the  defendant,  on  account  of 
any  defect  in  the  statement  of  the  oifence  with  which  the  party 
is  charged,  the  court  shall  send  the  proceedings  back  to  the 
justice  for  a  new  trial,  and  direct  the  information  or  accusa- 
tion in  said  case  to  be  amended  by  the  district  attorne}'  and 
sworn  to  by  the  prosecutor,  and  thereupon  the  defendant 
shall  be  required  to  enter  his  plea  to  such  amended  informa- 
tion or  accusation;  and  thereupon  the  new  trial  shall  proceed 
before  the  justice  as  on  the  former  hearing. 

Section  9.  Whenever  the  jury  shall  render  a  verdict  of 
guilty,  the  justice  shall  proceed  to  pass  sentence  upon  the  de- 
fendant, according  to  law,  and  with  the  like  effect  as  if  the 
defendant  had  plead  guilty  or  been  convicted  in  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions ;  and  any  sentence  of  imprisonment  which 
may  be  imposed  shall  only  be  inflicted  in  the  county  jail;  and 
all  fines  imposed  shall  be  collected  and  paid  into  the  school 
fund  of  the  school  district  in  which  the  offence  was  commit- 
ted;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  justice  to  receive  the 
amount  of  the  fine  and  pay  it  into  the  treasury  of  the  proper 
district,  and  any  neglect  to  pay  the  same  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  considered  a  misdemeanor  in  office. 

Section  10.  In  all  cases  which  shall  be  tried  by  a  jury,  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  justice  of  the  peace  trying 
the  same  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  two  dollars,  in  addition 
to  the  fees  already  allowed  by  law  ;  and  each  juror  shall  be  en- 
titled to  one  dollar  per  day,  to  be  taxed  as  costs.

or  may  be  provided  for  selling  strays,  giving  the  owner,  if 
he  or  she  can  be  found,  at  least  five  days'  notice  previous  to 
such  sale ;  if  said  owner  shall  pay  to  the  constable  the  said 
penalty  for  each  animal  as  provided  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act,  and  also  pay  for  the  expenses  of  keeping  said  animal 
or  animals,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  constable  to  de- 
liver said  animal  or  animals  to  the  owner  thereof;  but  if  he 
shall  make  sale  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  pay  the  overplus,  after 
deducting  the  said  penalty  and  expenses,  to  the  owner ;  and 
the  constable  making  such  seizure  shall  be  allowed  for  the 
same  to  retain  one-half  of  the  penalty,  and  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  pay  the  other  half  to  the  school  treasurer  of  the 
ward,  borough  or  township,  for  the  use  of  the  common  schools 
of  said  ward,  borough  or  township  in  which  said  animal  or 
animals  were  found  running  at  large:  Provided,  That  no  con- 
stable shall  be  required  to  take  up  or  secure  any  of  said  ani- 
mals out  of  the  district  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  finding 
any  animal  or  animals  as  aforesaid,  trespassing  upon  his 
premises,  or  running  at  large  upon  the  public  roads  or  high- 
ways running  through  or  immediately  adjoining  his  premises, 
to  seize  or  secure  such  animal  or  animals  and  deliver  the 
same  to  the  constable  of  his  district,  to  be  dealt  with  as  is 
hereinbefore  provided  for,  and  with  the  same  effect  as  if  the 
seizure  had  been  made  by  the  constable. 

Section  4.  That  if  constable  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to

or  bonds  of  any  city,  authorized  to  be  issued  by  any  act  of 
this  commonwealth,  or  in  any  other  stocks,  or  in  bonds,  mort- 
gages, promissory  notes  and  other  approved  and  valid  securi- 
ties, and  the  same  to  purchase,  collect,  and  adjust  and  settle, 
and  also  to  sell  and  dispose  thereof,  in  an}^  market  of  the 
United  States,  or  elsewhere,  without  proceeding  in  law  or 
equity,  and  for  such  price  and  on  such  terms  as  may  be 
agreed  on  between  them  and  parties  contracting  with  them ; 
the  said  corporation  shall  receive  all  sums  of  current  money 
offered  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  invest  the  same  in  manner  as 
aforesaid,  as  soon  as  practicable ;  they  shall  allow  to  the  de- 
positors interest  on  the  deposits,  to  be  regulated  by  the  trus- 
tees as  hereinafter  provided ;  they  shall  pay  the  amounts 
deposited,  with  the  interest  thereon,  or  any  part  thereof,  not 
less  than  one  dollar,  to  the  depositors,  at  the  place  of  busi- 
ness of  said  corporation,  at  any  time  during  business  hours, 
on  demand:  Provided  however,  That  no  more  than  thirty 
dollars  shall  be  required  to  be  paid  an}'  one  depositor,  upon 
any  one  day,  unless  a  written  notice  of  the  sum  intended  to 
be  demanded  shall  have  been  given,  at  least  ten  judicial  days 
before  the  time  when  such  pa}^ment  is  desired  to  be  made. 

Section  3.  That  the  real  estate  which  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
said  corporation  to  hold,  shall  only  be  such  as  shall  be  requi- 
site for  the  accommodation  and  convenient  transaction  of 
their  business,  and  such  as  they  may  find  necessaiy  to  pur- 
chase, at  a  judicial  sale  or  otherwise,  to  secure  debts  due  them.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  all  acts  and  ordinances  inconsistent  with  the  acts  and 
its  supplements,  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  2.  That  it  is  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  sec- 
tion fourteen  of  the  act  of  eighth  April,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-two,  and  section  one  of  the  act  of  twenty- 
ninth  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six,  that 
upon  the  non-payment  of  the  several  fines  and  penalties 
therein  imposed  and  referred  to,  a  capias  ad  satisfaciendum 
may  issue,  and  the  parties  derelict  may  be  arrested  and  im- 
prisoned ;  that  all  proceedings  for  the  recovery  of  the  fines 
and  penalties  imposed  by  the  act  establishing  a  board  of 
health,  and  its  several  supplements,  shall  be  instituted  and 
carried  on  by  the  board  of  health  and  in  its  name. 

Section  3.  In  addition  to  the  fines  and  penalties  imposed 
and  inflicted  by  sections  five  and  six  of  the  act  of  eighth 
April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two,  and  section 
one  of  the  act  of  twenty-ninth  March,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-six,  the  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  the  said  several  sections  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  and  the 
board  of  health  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg  is  hereby  empow- 
ered to  authorize  the  arrest  of  any  and  all  parties  caught  in 
the  act  of  violating  the  same ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any, 
constable  or  policeman  to  arrest  any  person  so  as  aforesaid 
engaged  in  the  violation  of  said  provisions,  as  in  cases  of 
breach  of  the  peace,  and  upon  conviction  in  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  such  misde- 
meanor, shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  with  the  costs  of 
presecution,  and  to  stand  committed,  not  more  than  three 
months,  until  the  sentence  be  complied  with. 

Section  4.  That  if  any  privy  filth  be  spilled  from  a  cart 
upon  any  street,  lane,  alley,  road  or  highway  within  the  limits

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem* 
bly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  in  the  case  of  partition  of  real  estate  in  the  county  of 
niiaeralllands,     Luzerne,  either  in  the  orphans'  court  or  in  the  court  of  com- 
relatiye  tc.  mon  p]eaSi  whenever  the  lands  of  which  partition  is  sought  t© 

be  effected  or  made  by  petition  to  the  orphans'  court,  by  writ 
of  partition  in  common  pleas  or  by  bill  in  common  pleas  in 
equity,  or  by  other  process  now  or  which  hereafter  may  be 
established  by  law,  are  or  may  reasonably  be  supposed  to  be 
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lands  containing  coal  or  other  minerals,  promising  a  mine,

reports,  shall  designate,  by  metes  and  bounds,  the  quantity 
and  location  of  surface  by  them  or  him  deemed  necessary  and 
set  apart  for  the  use,  development  and  enjoyment  of  said  coal 
and  other  minerals  and  mining  rights,  and  make  and  return  a 
draft  thereof,  together  with  a  valuation  of  said  surface  thus 
set  apart ;  and  in  every  case  where  there  may  be  a  widow  or  a 
surviving  husband  or  a  surviving  parent  or  parents  entitled 
by  law  to  an  estate  or  interest  in  said  coal  or  other  minerals, 
the  said  inquest  or  seven  men  or  master,  as  the  case  may  be, 
shall,  with  the  partition  and  valuation  or  partition  or  valua- 
tion of  the  surface  as  aforesaid,  make  and  return  the  valuation 
of  the  said  mineral  interest:  Provided,  That  in  proceedings  Exceptions  to

That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  lo- 
cate a  turnpike  road  from  any  point  on  the  Carbondale  and 
Providence  turnpike  or  plank  road,  in  Blakely  township,  Lu- 
zerne county,  to  a  point  in  the  cit}7  of  Scranton,  at  or  near 
the  intersection  of  Washington  or  Penn  avenues  with  Vine 
street,  or  some  convenient  point  on  said  avenues,  or  others 
of  said  city  not  opened,  by  such  route  as  the  directors  shall 
decide  to  be  most  convenient  and  advantageous  to  the  pub- 
lic, and  construct  with  an  artificial  road-bed  of  stone  or  other 
substantial  material,  if  necessary,  not  less  than  twelve  feet 
wide,  a  turnpike  road  not  to  exceed  sixty  feet  in  width  ;  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  appropriate  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  any  public  road,  county  or  township  bridge,  it 
may  deem  advantageous  for  the  location  of  said  turnpike 
road,  and  to  change  the  location  of  so  much  of  said  public 
roads  as  may  be  necessary  to  shorten  or  improve  an}7  part  or 
parts  thereof;  and  so  much  of  said  roads  as  said  company 
shall  appropriate  for  the  location  and  construction  of  said 
turnpike  road  is  hereby  vacated. 

Section  4.  That  the  directors  of  said  company  shall  have 
the  right  to  establish  and  regulate  the  rates  of  toll,  which 
shall  be  uniform,  per  mile  for  each  single  horse,  horse  and 
vehicle,  two-horse  or  other  teams,  mules  or  working  cattle, 
market  cattle,  sheep  or  swine  traveling  or  drove  over  said 
turnpike  :  Provided,  That  persons  passing  with  their  teams 
or  cattle  to  and  from  one  part  of  his,  her  or  their  farm  or 
colliery  to  any  other  parts  of  the  same,  shall  be  exempt  from 
toll. 

Section  5.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to 
commence  the  construction  of  said  turnpike  at  either  termi- 
nus thereof,  or  at  any  intermediate  point  or  points  along  the 
line  of  location,  and  whenever  one  mile  or  more  is  com- 
pleted to  put  up  a  toll-gate,  and  as  said  road  progresses  to 
completion,  to  put  necessary  toll-gates  and  appoint  toll-gath- 
erers and  collect  tolls. 

Section  6.  That  whenever  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  capital 
stock  herein  authorized  is  subscribed,  and  ten  per  cent,  of 
the  amount  subscribed  paid  in,  the  persons  named  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  proceed  to 
organize  said  company  by  the  election  of  five  directors,  who 
shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president,  and  provide  for  the 
election  or  appointment  of  such  other  officers  as  they  shall 
deem  necessary ;  the  directors  thus  elected  shall  serve  until 
the  first  annual  election,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly 
qualified ;  in  the  meantime,  and  until  such  time  as  the  direc- 
tors shall  be  elected  as  aforesaid,  the  corporators  herein

To  incorporate  the  Philadelphia  Rifle  Club. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  tJie  authority  of  the  same, 
That  William  Langenheirn,  Jacob  Weber,  C.  Frankenhoff,  F. 
Langenheirn,  Joseph  Roehm,  E.  Anschuetz,  Peter  Gelger,  L. 
Blank,  John  Wueffein,  F.  G.  Kolb,  Ph.  Mund,  G.  Schrnid, 
H.  D.  Justi,  G.  Storm,  C.  F.  Kiefer,  and  their  associates,  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  shall  be  and  they  hereby  are  created  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  law,  by  the  name, 
style  and  title  of  the  Philadelphia  Rifle  Club,  and  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  able  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  purchase,  receive, 
hold  and  enjoy,  to  them  and  their  successors,  all  property  of 
what  nature  or  kind  soever,  be  the  same  real,  personal  or 
mixed,  and  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  sell,  assign  or 
otherwise  dispose  of,  for  the  vise  of  said  association :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  clear  annual  value  of  the  property  possessed 
by  said  association  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars. 

Section  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  association  shall 
be  fifty  thousand  dollars,  with  power  to  increase  the  same  to 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
twenty-five  dollars  each  ;  and  the  object  of  said  association 
shall  be  to  purchase  a  lot  of  ground  and  erect  the  necessary 
improvements  thereon  to  afford  to  its  members  and  others 
opportunities  of  acquiring  skill  in  the  use  of  the  rifle,  and  to 
test  the  comparative  merits  of  the  various  kinds  of  fire-arms, 
without  prejudice  to  the  public  convenience  and  safety. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  association  shall  have  power  to 
make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  or  renew  at 
pleasure,  and  to  issue  certificates  of  stock  in  such  form,  and 
subject  to  such  regulations,  as  they  from  time  to  time  by  their 
by-laws  may  prescribe,  and  to  make  such  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  proper  for  the 
management  of  their  said  association :  Provided,  That  no  by- 
laws,  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  contrary  to  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  commonwealth.

Increasing  the  pay  of  jurors  and  witnesses  in  the  county  of  Cum- 
berland. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  pay  of  grand 
and  traverse  jurors  in  the  county  of  Cumberland  shall  he 
two  dollars  per  diem  for  each  and  every  day  of  service  as 
such,  in  addition  to  the  mileage  now  allowed  b}^  law. 

Section  2.  That  the  pay  of  witnessess  in  attendance  upon 
the  several  courts  of  the  said  county  shall  be  one  dollar  per 
diem  :  Provided,  That  such  witnesses  who  reside  in  or  within

To  the  act  to  incorporate  the  borough  of  Titusville,  Crawford  county, 
into  a  city. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  said  city  shall  have  power  to  borrow  money  and  issue 
bonds  for  the  payment  thereof,  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per  annum:  Provided,  That  at  no 
time  shall  the  indebtedness  of  the  city  exceed  the  sum  of  on« 
hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Section  2.  The  city  of  Titusville  shall  be  a  separate  poor 
district. 

Section  3.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall

sessor, by  five  written  or  printed  notices  put  up  in  as  many

day  until  all  are  sold,  and  every  three  years  thereafter,  of 
which  sale  at  least  ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given,  by  not  less 
than  ten  handbills  posted  in  the  most  public  places  in  said 
township :  Provided,  That  no  person  shall  buy  more  than 
four  sections  without  the  consent  of  the  supervisors.

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  bank  to  re- 
ceive deposits  of  money  from  individuals  and  corporations,

Supplementing  the  charter  of  the  Freehold  Bank  and  Building  As- 
sociation of  the  city  of  Pittsburg. 

Whereas,  The  Freehold  Bank  and  Building  Association  preamble, 
of  the  city  of  Pittsburg  was  incorporated  and  made  a  body 
politic  in  law,  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Allegheny 
county,  at  number  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty, 
December  term,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine, 
under  the  act  of  assembly  giving  the  courts  of  this  common- 
wealth power  to  erect  savings  fund  societies  and  building  as- 
sociations into  corporations,  and  of  which  said  charter  the 
following  is  a  correct  copy,  to  wit : 

Charter  of  the  Freehold  Bank  and  Building  Associa- 
tion  OF    THE    CITY    OF   PlTTSBTJRG. 

Section  1.  This  association  shall  be  Known  as  the  Free- charter, 
hold  Bank  and  Building  Association  of  the  city  of  Pitts- 
burg. 

Section  2.  That  the  association  may  hold,  possess  and  en- 
joy in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise,  any  real  estate  situate  in  the 
county  of  Allegheny,  and  shall  have  full  power,  from  time  to 
time,  to  sell,  grant,  lease,  convey  or  mortgage  the  same  to 
any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise, 
subject,  however,  to  the  conditions  and  restrictions  contained 
in  the  acts  of  assembly  relating  to  the  incorporation  of  build- 
ings and  loan  associations. 

Section  3.  That  the  association  shall  have  power  to  erect 
houses  and  to  contract  for  the  erection,  building  and  finishing 
houses,  either  singly  or  in  uniform  blocks  or  rows. 

Section  4.  The  capital  stock  shall  consist  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  shares,  of  the  par  value  of  two  hundred  dollars  each. 

Section  5.  All  loans  shall  be  made  on  bond  and  mortgage : 
Provided,  That  no  money  shall  be  loaned  without  the  ap- 
proval and  consent  of  the  board  of  directors. 

Section  6.  The  association  shall  have  a  board  of  directors, 
seven  in  number,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  stockholders, 
and  such  other  officers  as  by  their  by-laws  they  may  deem  re- 
quisite. 

Section  7.  The  association  shall  have  power  to  enact  by- 
laws for  the  government  of  the  corporation:  Provided,  That 
they  are  not  contrary  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this 
commonwealth  or  of  the  United  States,  or  in  contravention 
of  the  provisions  of  this  charter. 

Section  8.  The  president  and  secretary  of  this  association 
shall,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  January  in  each  and 
every  year,  make  a  correct  and  true  report  and  exhibit, 
under  oath,  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Allegheny 
county,  of  the  status  of  said  association,  the  location  and 
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value  of  the  real  estate  and  mortgages  by  them  held,  and 
the  location  and  value  of  the  property,  if  any,  by  them 
sold  during  the  year  preceding,  the  amount  of  cash  on 
hand  belonging  to  the  association,  and  their  debts  and  lia- 
.  bilities ;  which  said  report  shall  be  placed  on  file  in  the 
prothonotary's  office  and  remain  there  for  public  inspec- 
tion, subject  to  exception  within  thirty  clays,  by  any  stock- 
holder or  person  directly  interested  ;  and  if  the  same  shall 
be  excepted  to,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  officers  to  ap- 
pear and  answer,  under  oath,  in  open  court,  any  and  all  pro- 
per questions  which  may  be  put  to  them  concerning  the  report 
thus  excepted  to. 

And  whereas,  The  said  association  has  been  organized  un- 
der said  charter  and  are  now  desirous  of  possessing  certain 
additional  rights,  powers  and  franchises  which  the  court  had 
not  the  power  under  the  laws  to  grant ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem~ 
bly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
Charter  vaiidat- That  the  charter  of  the  Freehold  Bank  and  Building  Asso- 
ciation of  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  as  granted  by  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  of  Allegheny  county,  at  number  one  thousand  one 
hundred  and  twenty,  of  December  term,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  recorded  in  the  re- 
corder's office  of  said  county,  in  charter  book,  volume  three 
page  one  hundred  and  eighty-two,  is  hereby  validated  and 
confirmed,  except  as  hereinafter  repealed ;  and  the  said  the 
Freehold  Bank  and  Building  Association  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  a  corporation  and  body  politic  in  law,  and  to  be  pos- 
sessed of  all  and  singular  the  rights,  incidents  and  franchises 
of  a  corporation. 
What  substjtut-  Section  2.  That  the  second  section  of  their  charter,  as 
•ndseoticm.SeC"  granted  by  the  court,  is  hereby  repealed,  and  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following  is  substituted,  to  wit :  The  said  association  may 
hold,  possess  and  enjoy,  to  them  and  their  successors,  any  real 
estate  in  the  county  of  Allegheny,  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise, 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  cash  value, 
and  may  from  time  to  time  sell,  grant,  demise,  alien,  lease  or 
dispose  of  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  fee  simple  or  for 
any  less  estate,  and  accept  liens,  by  mortgage  or  judgment, 
for  any  portion  of  the  purchase  money  due  thereon. 
What  substitut-  Section  3.  That  section  four  of  the  charter,  as  granted  by 
Monfou"0fseC"  the  court,  is  hereby  repealed,  and  in  lieu  thereof  the  following 
is  substituted,  to  wit :  The  capital  stock  of  the  association 
shall  be  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each, 
with  the  privilege  of  increasing  the  same  to  any  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  at  any  time,  by  a  vote 
of  the  stockholders,  at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose. 
May  receive  Section  4.  That  the  said  association  may  receive  money

Section  5.  The  said  corporation  may  loan  money  on  good  How  money 
real  estate  security,  bond  and  mortgage,  bonds,  or  other  seen-  may  be  loal*'d- 
rrty  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  or  of  the  United  States,  or 
other  good  and  sufficient  security,  at  the  same  rates  of  in- 
terest now  allowed  by  law  to  be  charged  by  the  Dollar  Sav- 
ings Bank,  or  any  other  savings  bank  in  the  city  of  Pittsburg  : 
Provided,  That  said  association  shall  not  have  discounting  Prohibition, 
privileges,  or  in  any  way  deal  in  commercial  paper,  except 
where  the  same  shall  have  been  left  by  a  depositor  fqr  collec- 
tion. 

Section  6.  That  the  capital  stock  and  moneys  left  on  de-  Use,  &c,  of  cap- 
posit  shall  be  used  and  loaned  as  aforesaid,  and  invested  in  moneys  lefton 
purchasing   ground   in   fee,   and   erecting   thereon   dwelling  deposit, 
houses,  stores  and  other  buildings,  as   shall  be  considered 
judicious  and  safe  investments,  and  in  selling  or  disposing  of 
siiij  of  their  improved  property ;  the  hand  money  shall  in  no 
case  be  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  original  cost  of  ground,  build- 
ing and  improvements,  and  the  residue  of  the  purchase  money 
shall  be  secured  to  the  stockholders  and  depositors  by  first 
bond  and  mortgage  on  the  property  so  sold,  and  payable  in 
such  sum  or  sums,  and  at  such  time  or  times,  as  the  board  of 
directors  may  determine. 

Section    7.    The   directors   of   said   corporation   shall   be  Election  of  di- 
elected  annually  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  in  each  year,  rectors.

Section  9.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  payment  of  de- 
to  pay,  on  application,  the  check,  proper  receipt  or  order  of  ^nor's  or'mar- 
any  minor,  married  woman,  such  mone}7,  or  any  part  thereof,  ried  women, 
as  he  or  she  may  have  deposited  to  his  or  her  credit,  or  any 
interest  or  dividend  accruing  thereon,  without  the  assent  or 
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approval  of  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  minor,  or  the 
husband  or  creditors  of  the  husband  of  such  married  woman 
to  attach  or  in  any  manner  to  interfere  with  any  deposit,  in- 
terest or  dividend  due  thereon  to  such  minor  or  married 
woman. 

Dividends.  Section  10.  That  the  board  of  directors  of  said  corpora- 

•  tion  may  from  time  to  time,  as  in  their  judgment  may  seem 

fit,  declare  and  divide  dividends  out  of  the  net  profits  of  said 
corporation,  over  and  above  all  expenses,  and  pay  the  same 
to  their  stockholders :  Provided,  That  no  dividend  shall  be 
so  declared  that  in  anywise  impairs  the  capital  stock  of  said 
corporation,  which  is  to  remain  intact  during  the  continu- 
ance of  this  charter,  as  an  additional  security  to  depositors. 

office.  Section   11.  That  the  corporation  shall  open  an  office  in 

the  city  of  Pittsburg,  and  keep  regular  and  accurate  accounts 
in  books  kept  for  that  purpose,  subject  to  inspection,  during 
business  hours,  by  any  stockholder. 

Reservation.  Section  12.  The  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  repeal  this 

supplement  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  twenty  years 
from  the  date  hereof.

To  incorporate  the  Quakertown  Savings  Bank  of  Bucks  county. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent 
tatives  of  the  Commonivealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  James  Cressman,  Henry  Troxel,  Paul  Applebach,  R.  J. 
Linderman,  Joseph  Thomas,  G.  H.  Goundie,  A.  H.  Moyer, 
James  L.  Selfridge,  R.  L.  Cope,  Allen  H.  Heist,  and  their 
successors,  be  and  are  hereby  made  and  created  a  corporation 
and  body  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Quakertown 
Savings  Bank  of  Bucks  county,  and  by  that  name  they  shall 
by  law  be  capable  to  hold  and  dispose  of  property,  to  sue

regularly,  at  least  once  a  month ;  that  any  trustee  omitting  to 
attend  the  said  regular  meeting  for  six  successive  months,  may, 
b}'  a  vote  of  the  board,  be  declared  to  have  vacated  his  office  ;

Relative  to  fishing  in  the  streams,  lakas,  canals  and  reservoirs  in 
the  county  of  Crawford. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to 
fish  with  seines,  nets  or  spears  in  French  creek,  or  any  streams, 
lakes,  canals  or  reservoirs  in  Crawford  county ;  and  any  per- 
son or  persons  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  pay  for  each  offence  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  one-half  to 
go  to  the  informer  and  the  other  half  to  the  school  fund  of 
the  township  or  townships  in  which  such  offence  is  committed, 
and  suit  be  brought  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said 
county  for  the  recovery  of  said  penalty,  in  the  same  manner 
as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  the  bringing  of  suits  before 
justices  of  the  peace :  Provided,  That  there  shall  be  no  stajr 
of  execution  after  judgment  ;■  and  upon  failure  of  any  person

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth,  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem-

and  testify,  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  any  credible  person 
proving  the  hand-writing  of  such  treasurer,  shall  be  competent 
evidence  to  establish  the  fact  of  the  delivery  of  any  warrant 
or  warrants  to  any  constable,  or  constables,  as  aforesaid,  in 
any  court  of  law  in  the  commonwealth. 

Section  1.  That  in  case  any  constable  or  collector  shall  fail 
to  make  the  settlement  and  payment  in  the  preceding  section 
of  this  act,  within  the  time  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  treasurer  of  said  county  immediately  to  cause  an  action 
of  debt,  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth,  to  be  brought  upon

amount  not  less  than  two  and  a-half  per  cent.,  and  not  to  exceed 
four  per  cent.,  on  all  moneys  collected  by  him  on  the  duplicates 
placed  in  his  hands,  and  to  include  his  disbursements,  as  pro- 
vided by  this  act ;  which  amount  shall  be  fixed  annually  by 
the  city  council ;  and  the  warrants  issued  by  the  mayor  to  the

That  the  duplicates  of  cit}7,  bounty  and  poor 
taxes  of  said  city,  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine,  placed  in  the  hands  of  James  T.  Mitchell  for  collection, 
the  sureties  given  by  him  and  the  waraats  issued  by  the  mayor 
to  him  authorizing  him  to  collect  the  same,  are  hereby  legal- 
ized and  made  valid ;  and  the  said  Mitchell  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  collect  the  taxes  assessed,  by  himself  or  any  person 
deputed  by  him,  he  and  his  sureties  to  be  liable  for  the  faith- 
ful conduct  of  such  deputy ;  and  immediately  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act  he  shall  cause  notice  to  be  given  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  said  city,  and  by  not  less  than  thirty  hand- 
bills put  up  in  the  most  public  places  in  said  city,  demauding 
the  pa}'ment  of  said  taxes,  and  giving  the  place  where  the 
same  must  be  paid  ;  and  the  said  Collector  is  hereby  author-

Norristown  railroad,  in  the  centre  thereof  twenty-five  feet 
wide,  and  not  less  than  sixteen  inches  deep ;  also  to  macad- 
amize Chelten  avenue  for  its  entire  width,  and  not  less  than 
sixteen  inches  deep,  from  Germantown  avenue  to  Wissahickon 
street,  late  township  line  ;  also  to  macadamize  Green  street 
from  Chelten  avenue  to  Manheim  street ;  and  to  collect  the

And  whereas,  Prior  to  the  repeal  of  the  said  act,  the  com- 
missioners of  Erie  county  did  cause  the  sum  of  thirty  thou- 
sand dollars  to  be  levied  on  said  county,  for  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  seventy,  to  meet  the  expenditures  in- 
curred, and  likely  to  be  incurred  under  said  act ;  now  there- 
fore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  so  much  of  said  thirty  thousand  dollars  as  shall  not  be 
required  to  re-imburse  the  county  treasury  the  full  amount 
paid,  or  to  be  paid  therefrom,  for  bridges  built  under  said  act, 
shall  be  refunded  by  the  county  commissioners  to  the  several 
cities,  townships  and  boroughs  of  said  county,  in  the  same  pro-

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  present  boundaries  of  the  city  of  Corry  be  extended  Boundaries  ex- 
as  follows,  viz :  Beginning  at  a  point  sixty  rods  south  from  tended- 
the  present  south-east  corner,  on  the  Warren  county  line ; 
thence  west  parallel  to  the  present  southern  bounds  to  a  point 
sixty  rods  west  of  the  present  western  bounds  ;  thence  north 
as  far  as  the  northern  boundaries  of  said  city  now  extended 
parallel  to  the  present  western  bounds  and  sixty  rods  there- 
from ;  thence  easterly  to  the  north-west  corner  of  the  present

That  the   assessor  or   assessors  of  the  town-  List  of  taxable 
ships  of   Wayne  and  Concord,  in  the  county  of  Erie,  are  ptrt^^cerFain 
hereby  directed  and  empowered  to  furnish  to  the  assessors  of  townships,  to  be 
the  city  of  Corry  a  list  of  all  taxable  persons  and  property  assessors.  "  J 
now  included  in  said  townships  of  Wayne  and  Concord ;  and 
such  lists  shall  be  stricken  from  the  assessmet  roll  and  dupli- 
cates in  said  Wayne  and  Concord  townships  and  added  to  T.°; *>«- .added  to 
the  list  of  taxables  in  said  city,  and  be  treated  in  the  same 
manner  and  subject  to  the  same  alterations  by  the  city  as- 
sessors, or  others,  as  the  lists  of  taxables  of  the  city  of  Corry 
hereafter   made   out :  Provided,  That   all   taxes   heretofore  Proviso. 
levied  thereon,  in  the  said  Wayne  and  Concord  townships, 
shall  be  collected  and  accounted  for  in  the  manner  and  by 
the  same  officers  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed. 

Section  3.  That  hereafter  the  legislative  powers  of  said  Legislative 
city  and  corporation  shall  be  vested  in  one  council,  to  be  de-  ve^tecuneom- 
nominated  the  common  council  of  said  city,  to  consist  of  not  mon  council, 
to  exceed  six  members  from  each  ward,  nor  less  than  three,  Number  and 
the  number  to  be  determined  by  the  council,  and  to  be  equally  of'counciimen. 
distributed  among  the  wards  into  which  the  city  now  is  or 
may  hereafter  be  divided,  and  to  be  elected  for  the  term  of 
two  years,  except  at  the  next  city  election,  when  four  of  said 
council,  or  members  to  be  elected  thereto,  shall  be  elected  for 
the  term  of  one  year ;  said  council  shall  perform  legislative 
acts  in  one  body,  with  the  same  powers  as  heretofore  have  been 
conferred  on  the  select  and  common  councils  of  the  said  city 
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of  Corry  ;  and  a  majority  of  the  members  must  be  present  to 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  no 
action  shall  be  valid  unless  passed  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers present. 

Section  4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
mayor  or  councilman,  or  any  other  elective  office  of  said  city, 
unless  he  shall  be  a  qualified  voter  of  the  said  city,  and  shall 
have  resided  therein  at  least  one  year  previous  to  the  election 
thereto. 

Section  5.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  council 
of  said  city  bjT  the  death  of  any  councilman,  or  his  removal 
from  the  ward  for  which  he  may  have  been  elected,  or  resig- 
nation or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  council,  at 
their  next  regular  meeting,  to  elect,  by  ballot,  from  the  ward 
in  which  the  vacancy  exists,  a  citizen  duly  qualified  to  serve 
until  the  next  annual  city  election. 

Section  6.  That  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the 
office  of  mayor  of  said  city  by  death,  resignation,  removal 
from  the  city  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  common 
council  of  said  city  to  fill  such  vacancy  by  the  election  of  a 
legally  qualified  citizen  of  said  city  thereto ;  and  such  appoint- 
ment or  election  so  made  shall  continue  until  the  next  annual 
election  for  city  officers:  Provided,  That  no  member  of  said 
city  council  shall  be  eligible  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Section  7.  All  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Corry,  in  force  at 
the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  continue  to  be  in 
force,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable,  until  altered,  re- 
pealed or  superseded  by  ordinances  of  the  council ;  all  ordi- 
nances ordained  and  passed  by  the  council  shall  be  presented 
to  the  mayor  for  his  approval,  and  if  approved  by  him  shall 
become  a  law ;  and  if  he  shall  not  approve  any  ordinance  he 
shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  the  council,  and  the  coun- 
cil shall  proceed  to  re-consider  the  same,  and  if  it  be  approved 
by  two-thirds  of  the  council  it  shall  become  a  law ;  if  the  mayor 
shall  retain  any  ordinance  longer  than  fourteen  days  it  shall 
become  a  law  the  same  as  if  approved  by  him  ;  no  ordinance 
shall  go  into  efiect  until  the  same  shall  have  been  published 
in  the  official  newspaper  of  said  city  for  a  period  of  ten  days. 

Section  8.  That  in  addition  to  the  power  now  conferred  on 
the  mayor  of  said  city,  he  shall  have  charge  of  the  city  seal, 
and  affix  the  same,  without  fee  or  reward,  to  all  ordinances 
and  to  all  contracts,  when  required,  to  which  the  city  is  a  party  ; 
he  shall  also,  for  the  fee  of  one  dollar,  affix  the  same  to  each 
officer  commissioned  by  him,  and  to  all  official  acts  and  docu- 
ments when  such  authentication  may  be  necessary. 

Section  9.  The  council  of  said  city  shall  have  power  to 
provide,  by  ordinance,  for  the  regulation  of  scales,  weights 
and  measures  within  the  city,  according  to  the  standard  of 
the  commonwealth,  the  regulating  foundations  of  buildings, 
party  walls  and  partition  fences,  the  measuring  of  wood  and 
weighing  of  hay,  the  hawking  and  peddling  of  market  pro- 
duce and  other  articles,  of  any  sort,  within  the  city ;  shall 
also  have  power  to  appoint  one  chief  engineer  of  fire  depart- 
ment, one  superintendent  of  public  streets,  one  city  attorney, 
one  city  surveyor,  one  lock-up  keeper,  one  or  more  pound 
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masters,  and  such  other  appointments  as  they  shall  deem  ne- 
cessary, and  define  their  duties,  compensations  and  terms  of 
office. 

Section  10.  The  city  attorney  of  said  city  shall  prosecute  Duties  of  eity 
and  defend  all  actions  brought  by  or  against  said  city,  and  ren-  attorney- 
der  such  other  professional  services  connected  with  the  office 
as  may  be  required  of  him  by  law  or  by  the  council ;  and  no 
suit  shall  hereafter  be  brought  by  any  person,  or  persons,  in 
the  name  of  the  city,  without  notice  in  writing  being  first 
given  to  the  city  attorney,  who  shall  keep  a  regular  docket  of 
all  such  suits,  in  a  book  furnished  by  the  city,  and  hand  the 
same  over  to  his  successor  in  office ;  and  the  city  shall  not  be  city  not  to  be 
liable  for  any  cost  on  suits  that  are  not  authorized  by  the  J^ui^notau- 
mayor,  city  attorney  or  some  other  person  specially  author-  thorized.

to  serve  as  mayor,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  duly  elected  and  qualified ;  any  additional  salary  or 
compensation  beyond  the  regular  fees  of  the  office  of  mayor, 
shall  be  fixed  by  council ;  the  policemen,  watchmen  and  all 
other  officers  appointed  by  the  said  council,  shall  receive  the 
compensation  fixed  by  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  council; 
and  it  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  in  office  for  any  officers  of  said 
city  to  ask.  demand  or  receive  any  compensation  or  reward 
for  their  official  services  except  what  may  be  fixed  by  the  by- 
laws or  ordinances  of  said  city  or  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
to  be  followed  by  dismissal  or  forfeiture  of  their  respective 
offices,  to  be  determined  and  declared  by  a  vote  of  a  majority 
of  all  the  members  of  the  council :  That  in  order  that  a  know- 
ledge of  the  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  of  the  said 
city  may  at  all  times  be  had  and  obtained,  and  the  publica- 
tions thereof  at  all  times  be  known  and  ascertained,  the  same 
shall  be  published  in  two  of  the  public  newspapers  published 
in  said  city,  within  fifteen  days  from  and  after  the  same  have 
been  severally  passed,  ordained  and  established,  and  shall  also 
be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  council  in  a  book  provided  for 
that  purpose,  within  thirty  days  from  and  after  the  same  have 
been  so  as  aforesaid  ordained  and  established;  and  before 
any  of  the  said  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  shall  be 
so  as  aforesaid  recorded,  the  publication  thereof  respectively, 
with  the  times  thereof,  shall  be  proved  by  the  oath  or  affirma- 
tion of  the  clerk  of  the  said  council,  which  said  oath  or 
affirmation  shall  be  recorded  therewith,  and  the  same  shall  at 
all  times  be  deemed  and  taken  as  sufficient  evidence  of  the 
time  of  said  publication  and  the  promulgation  of  the  said  by- 
laws, ordinances  and  regulations. 

Section  10.  That  the  council  of  said  city  shall  have  power, 
by  ordinance  or  resolution,  to  determine  the  width  of  the  side 
or  foot-walks  of  the  streets,  lanes  or  allej^s  within  the  limits 
of  said  city,  and  to  require  and  direct  the  paving,  laying 
board-walks  and  curbing,  thereof,  and  the  paving  of  gutters, 
by  the  owner  or  owners  of  lots  fronting  thereon ;  and  on  the 
failure  or  neglect  of  any  person  or  persons  owning  lots  as 
aforesaid,  to  pave  or  lay  board-walks  and  curb  the  side  or 
foot-walks,  or  pave  the  gutters  in  front  of  his,  her  or  their 
lot  or  lots,  agreeably  to  the  requisitions  of  such  ordinance  or 
resolution,  the  street  commissioner  of  the  said  cit}r  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  paved  or  laid  with  board-walk  and  curbed  at 
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the  expense  of  the  said  city ;  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
said  lot  or  lots  shall  be  liable  to  repay  the  expenses  thereof 
to  the  said  city,  with  a  penalty  of  ten  per  cent,  added  to  the 
amount  thereof;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  council  to 
tile  their  lien  for  the  same  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
Cliuton  county,  which  lien,  when  so  filed,  shall  have  priority 
to  any  mortgage,  judgment,  recognizance  or  liability  to  which 
the  said  lot  or  lots  may  become  liable,  after  such  paving  or 
laying  board-walks  and  curbing  has  been  done  by  the  said 
ciw,  and  the  amount  secured  thereby  may  be  recovered  by 
scire  facias  as  debts  are  recoverable  under  the  mechanics' 
lien  law  of  this  state,  in  the  corporate  name  of  the  said  city  : 
Provided,  That  such  lien  shall  be  filed  within  four  months 
after  such  expense  is  incurred  by  the  said  city,  and  shall  re- 
cite the  name  of  the  owner,  or  reputed  owner,  of  such  lot  or 
lots. 

Section  11.  The  doors  of  the  hall  of  the  said  council  shall  Hail  of  council 
be  open  at  all  times  when  the  said  council  is  in  session,  for  j^^fiss^on  to 
the  admission  of  all  orderly  and  peaceable  persons  who  shall 
be  desirous  of  being  present  at  the  discussions  of  any  by-laws, 
regulations,  ordinances  or  resolutions  for   the  welfare   and 
good   government  of  said  city ;  and  that  all  voting  in  the  council  to  vote 
said   council,  by  the  members  thereof,  upon  any  by-laws,  viva  voce, 
regulation,  ordinance  or  resolution,  or  upon  the  election  or 
removal  of  any  officer,  ^shall  be  viva  voce. 

Section  12.  The  freemen  of  the  city  of  Lock  Haven,  quali-  Mayor,  election 
fied  to  vote  for  members  of  the  council  of  said  city,  shall  of' &c- 
meet  in  their  several  wards  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  Octo- 
ber, Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy,

apartment  and  office  within  the  said  city  for  the  exercise  of 
his  jurisdiction  and  powers,  and  the  transaction  of  business 
relating  thereto ;  the  said  apartment  and  said  office  to  be  fur- 
nished and  provided  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the  said  mayor,

plaints, in  pursuance  of  the  said  laws,  ordinances,  regulations 
and  resolutions,  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  and  directed 
thereby  ;  the  said  aldermen  shall  severally  have  and  exercise, 
within  their  respective  wards,  jurisdiction  of  all  complaints, 
informations,  prosecutions  and  proceedings  for  and  relative 
to  all  crimes  and  offences,  and  breaches  and  sureties  of  the 
peace,  of  whatsoever  nature,  against  the  laws  and  statutes  of 
this  commonwealth  which  may  be  done  or  committed,  or 
threatened  or  intended  to  be  done  or  committed  anywhere 
within  the  said  city  or  elsewhere,  as  largely  and  fully  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  this  common- 
wealth severally  have  and  exercise,  or  ma}r  hereafter  have  and 
exercise,  within  their  respective  districts  ;  and  the  said  alder- 
men shall  have  and  exercise  severally,  or  two  or  more  jointly, 
jurisdictions  of  all  actions,  prosecutions,  proceedings  and 
cases  of  summary  convictions  for  fines,  penalties  or  forfei- 
tures imposed  and  enacted,  or  which  rnay  be  hereafter  imposed 
or  enacted,  by  the  laws  and  statutes  of  this  commonwealth, 
with  power  to  hear,  try  and  determine  the  same  as  largely  and 
fully  as  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  this  commonwealth  can 
have  and  exercise,  or  may  hereafter  have  and  exercise,  sever- 
all}-,  or  two  or  more  jointly,  within  their  respective  districts 
or  counties  ;  the  said  aldermen  shall  have  the  jurisdiction  and 
powers  generally  of  conservators  of  the  peace  within  the  said 
city ;  and  the  said  aldermen  shall  have  power  to  do  and  per- 
form all  the  acts  and  duties  which  they  may  be  required  or 
authorized  to  do  and  perform  by  the  by-laws,  ordinances, 
regulations  and  resolutions  of  the  said  city.

ceive for  any  and  all  other  services  rendered,  and  acts,  matters 
and  things  done  and  performed  by  them  by  virtue  of  their 
jurisdictions  and  powers  respectively,  and  in  pursuance  of  the 
laws  and  statutes  of  this  commonwealth,  such  fees  and  per- 
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quisites  as  are  allowed  to  aldermen  and  constables  by  the  act 
of  assembly  passed  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  March,  in  the 
y ear  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fourteen,  entitled  "An 
Act  establishing  a  fee  bill,"  or  any  supplements  thereto. 

Section  17.  That  all  actions,  prosecutions,  complaints  and  Proceedings  for 
proceedings  for  violation  of  the  by-laws,  ordinances,  regola-  SwB^ordi-  y" 
lions  and  resolutions  of  the  said  citj7,  and  for  fines,  penalties  nances,  &c. 
and  forfeitures  imposed  or  enacted  thereby,  which  shall  be 
brought  before  the  maj'or  or  an}7  alderman  or  aldermen  of 
the  said  city  respectively,  shall  be  instituted  in  the  corporate 
name  of  the  said  city ;  those  which  shall  be  so  brought  for 
violation  of  an  offence  against  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth 
relating  to  the  said  cit}T,  and  for  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures 
imposed  and  enacted  thereby,  shall  be  instituted  in  the  name 
of  the  commonwealth,  or  as  prescribed  by  the  said  laws  of 
the  commonwealth  ;  and  all  other  actions,  prosecutions,  com- 
plaints and  proceedings  so  brought  for  fines,  penalties  or  for- 
feitures imposed  or  enacted  by  the  laws  or  statutes  of  this 
commonwealth  shall  be  instituted  and  conducted  as  provided 
by  law ;  all  warrants,  writs,  orders  and  process  in  and  con- 
cerning the  said  actions,  prosecutions,  complaints  and  pro- 
ceedings, or  in  and  concerning  any  criminal  prosecutions, 
complaint,  case  or  proceeding  made  and  issued  by  the  said 
mayor  and  aldermen  respectively,  shall  be  made,  directed 
and  issued  to  any  of  the  police  constables  or  other  constables 
of  the  said  city  who  shall,  respectively,  serve,  obey  and  exe- 
cute the  same  anywhere  within  the  said  city,  or  county  of

wealth relating  to  the  said  city,  or  by  or  under  any  ordinance, 
by-law,  regulation  or  resolution  of  the  said  cit}T,  such  person 
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may,  if  the  said  judgment  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  five  dollars, 
exclusive  of  costs,  appeal  from  the  said  judgment  to  the  court 
of  common  pleas  for  the  county  of  Clinton  :  Provided,  That 
such  person  shall  enter  into  recognizance  to  the  said  city  with 
one  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  whose  sufficiency  shall  be  ap-

To  amend  the  charter  of  the  Derby  Coal  Company  of  the  state  of 
Pennsylvania,  passed  April  eleventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-six,  fixing  the  number  of  directors. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  section  six  of  said  charter  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  That  the  affairs  of  said 
company  shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  a  board  of 
seven,  instead  of  five  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  presi- 
dent ;  that  the  present  board  may  select  and  appoint  two  ad- 
ditional directors  who,  with  the  present  directors,  shall  con- 
stitute and  be  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company  until 
the  next  general  annual  election,  at  which,  and  annually 
thereafter,  seven  directors  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  such 
times  and  places  as  the  by-laws  may  prescribe ;  and  if  for 
any  cause  the  election  of  directors  shall  not  take  place  at 
the  time  fixed,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  elect  the  same  at  any  other 
time,  after  two  weeks'  public  notice ;  and  in  the  meantime, 
and  until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified,  the  acting  di- 
rectors shall  exercise  their  powers  ;  and  in  all  elections  by 
the  stockholders  each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder 
to  one  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy  ;  this  act  shall  take  place 
immediately.

Boyd,  John  Ross,  John  Phelan,  James  P.  Crosgrey,  Morgan

the  farm  of  A.  A.  Purman  and  Sarah  Ann  Hughes,  in  Frank- 
lin township,  and  by  the  Baptist  church  on  Ruff's  creek,  in 
Washington  township,  and  thence  up  said  creek  to  the  Wash- 
ington county  line,  where  the  creek  road  crosses  the  same,  in 
Greene  county,  Pennsylvania,  by  the  nearest  and  best  route, 
subject  to  all  the  provisions  and  restrictions  of  an  act  regula- 
ting turnpike  road  companies,  approved  the  twenty-sixth  day 
of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  and 
the  several  supplements  thereto,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided.

To  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Warren,  Crawford  and 
M'Kean  counties. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  September,  Anno  Domini  Who  may  pr 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy,  it  shall  be  unlawful  tice  medicin 
for  any  person  to  commence  or  continue  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine or  surgery  in  the  counties  of  Warren,  Crawford  and 
M'Kean,  who  has  not  graduated  with  the  degree  of  doctor  of 
medicine,  and  received  a  diploma  from  a  chartered  medical 
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college,  or  other  institution  authorized  to  grant  diplomas  : 
Provided,  That  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  persons  who  have  been  eight  years  in  continuous  regular 
practice  though  they  may  not  have  graduated  as  aforesaid, 
nor  to  persons  who  are  reading  or  have  read  medicine  under 
the  instruction  of  a  physician  or  surgeon  who  has  the  qualifi- 
cations to  practice  prescribed  by  this  section,  when  such  per- 
son has  the  assent  of  such  preceptor  to  practice. 

Section  2.  Every  person  who  shall,  after  the  first  day  of 
May  succeeding  the  approval  of  this  act,  attempt  to  practice 
medicine  or  surgery  by  opening  a  transient  office  in  the  afore- 
said counties,  or  who  shall  by  handbill  or  other  form  of  writ- 
ten or  printed  advertisement  assign  such  transient  office  or 
other  place  to  meet  persons  seeking  medical  or  surgical  ad- 
vice or  prescription,  shall,  before  attempting  to  practice  as 
aforesaid;  appear  before  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  said  counties,  and  shall  furnish  satisfactory  e\U 
dence  to  such  clerk  that  the  provisions  of  section  one  of  this 
act  have  been  complied  with,  and  shall,  in  addition,  take  out 
a  license  for  one  year,  by  the  payment  of  a  license  fee  of  two 
hundred  dollars  for  the  use  of  said  counties  ;  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  which  sum,  and  furnishing  proof  as  aforesaid,  the 
said  clerk  of  the  courts  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  a  license 
as  aforesaid :  Provided,  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
not  apply  to  druggists  or  dentists :  And  provided  further, 
That  physicians  commencing  practice  in  the  counties  aforesaid, 
with  the  bona  fide  intention  of  residing  permanently  therein, 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  3.  Any  person  who  shall  practice  or  attempt  to 
practice  medicine  or  surgery,  or  shall  prescribe  for  any  sick 
person,  or  perform  any  surgical  operation  for  fee  or  reward, 
in  violation  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  on  conviction  thereof,  in  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  one  hundred,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court,  one-half  of  said  fine  to  be  for  the 
use  of  the  informer  and  one-half  for  the  use  of  the  county  : 
Act  not  to  apply  Provided,  That  such  female  physicians  as  are  now  regularly 
practicing  in  said  county  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provisions 
of  this  act.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  F.  Bates,  J.  H.  Cogswell,  H.  B.  Porter,  John  Fertig,  C. 
B.  Hammond,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  are  herely 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style  and 
title  of  the  Cold  Spring  Water  Company,  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  in  law  be  capable  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded  in  courts 
of  law  and  equity,  and  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with  relative  to  the  business  of  the  corporation,  and  may 
have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure, 
and  acquire  and  hold  in  fee  simple,  or  a  less  estate,  such  lands 
and  interests  in  lands  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for 
carrying  on  the  business  of  the  said  corporation;  and  for  the 
government  of  the  affairs  of  the  said  corporation,  its  board 
of  directors  may  from  time  to  time  enact  such  by-laws  as  they 
for  that  purpose  shall  deem  necessary,  the  same  not  being  con- 
trary to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state,  or  the  con- 
stitution and  laws  of  the  United  States.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Allegheny,  in  the  county  inhabitants 
of  Allegheny,  as  the  same  extends  and  is  now  incorporated,  bodypoutfcf 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  ma3ror,  aldermen  and  citizens 
of  Allegheny,  are  hereby  constituted  a  corporation  and  a  body 
politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  city  of  Allegheny,  Name. 
and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  Powers  ami 
they  and  their  successors,  by  such  name,  shall  at  all  times  Pnvlleses- 
forever  be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  have,  purchase,  receive,

That  the  mayor  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  Mayor,  term  of, 
three  years,  and  shall  be  ineligible  to  said  office  for  three  years  &c- 
next  ensuing  after  expiration  of  term  for  which  he  was  elected : 
Provided  however,  That  the  present  incumbent  shall  not  be 
ineligible  after  expiration  of  his  present  term  of  office  for  the 
term  next  following. 

Section  25.  That  any  officer  elected  by  the  people  or  by  Removals  from, 
councils,  for  whose  removal  from  office  no  other  provision  offlce< 
has  been  specially  provided,  either  in  this  or  any  other  act  of 
assenibl}',  may  be  removed  from  such  office  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  councilmen :  Provided,  That  no  officer  be 
removed  except  for  cause,  nor  unless  furnished  with  the  charges 
and  heard  in  his  defence  ;  and  councils  shall  have  power  to 
compel  the  attendance  of  councilmen  and  witnesses,  and  pro- 
duction of  papers  when  necessary,  for  the  purposes  of  either 
party  or  parties  in  such  trial,  and  shall  proceed  to  hear  and 
determine  upon  the  merits  of  the  case ;  and  if  such  officer 
neglect  to  appear  and  make  answer  to  such  charges,  then 
councils  may  declare  the  office  vacant. 

Section  26.  That  no  alderman  of  said  city,  nor  any  person  incompatibility- 
holding  an  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  Taws  of  this  com- 
monwealth, or  the  ordinances  of  the  select  and  common  coun- 
cils, the  emoluments  whereof  are  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of 
said  city,  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  member  of  councils. 

CHAPTER   THIRD — POWERS    AND    DUTIES    OF    COUNCILS. 

Section  1.  That  councils  shall  meet,  after  organization,  at  Time  and  place 
such  time  and  place  as  they  shall  by  resolution  direct ;  a  ma-  councils"801 
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jority  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  in  either 
branch  for  transaction  of  business. 

Section  2.  No  member  of  select  or  common  council  shall, 
during  the  period  for  which  he  was  elected,  receive  any  com- 
pensation for  his  services,  or  be  appointed  to  or  competent  to 
hold  any  office  of  which  the  emoluments  are  paid  from  the 
city  treasury,  or  by  fees  directed  to  be  paid  by  an}r  act  or  or- 
dinance, or  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  con- 
tract, the  expenses  or  consideration  whereof  are  to  be  paid 
under  or  by  authority  of  any  law,  ordinance  or  resolution  of 
said  city,  or  in  any  wise  interested  in  the  sale  or  furnishing 
an3T  supplies  or  materials  to  and  for  the  use  of  said  city,  or 
receive  any  reward  or  gratuity  from  any  one  interested  in  the 
sale  or  furnishing  of  any  supplies  or  materials  to  and  for  the 
use  of  said  city ;  and  any  member  violating  any  of  these  pro- 
visions shall  forfeit  his  membership,  and  shall  be  held  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  be  sentenced  to 
pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

Section  3.  Councils  shall  hold  stated  meetings,  and  the 
president  may  call  special  meetings,  by  notice  to  the  members 
of  their  respective  councils. 

Section  4.  No  vote  of  council  shall  be  re-considered  or  re- 
scinded at  a  special  meeting,  unless  at  such  special  meeting 
there  be  present  as  large  a  number  of  councilmen  as  were 
present  when  such  vote  was  taken. 

Section  5.  Said  councils  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  make,  ordain,  constitute  and  establish  such  and  so  many 
laws,  ordinances,  regulations  and  constitutions,  provided  the 
raine  shall  not  be  repugnant  to  the  laws  and  constitution  of 
the  United  States  or  of  this  commonwealth,  as  shall  be  ne- 
cessary or  convenient  for  the  government  and  welfare  of  said 
cit3r,  and  for  enforcing  the  powers  conferred  by  this  act  ;  and 
all  other  acts  not  hereby  repealed,  re-enacted  or  enlarged,  and 
the  same  to  enforce  by  fines  and  penalties,  and  put  into  exe- 
cution by  constables  and  other  proper  officers,  whom  they  shall 
have  power  to  appoint,  and  at  their  pleasure  to  revoke,  alter 
and  make  anew,  as  occasion  may  require. 

Section  6.  That  a  knowledge  of  said  laws,  ordinances,  re- 
gulations and  constitutions  may  at  all  times  be  had  and  ob- 
tained, such  and  so  many  of  them  as  shall  not  be  published 
in  one  or  more  of  the  public  newspapers,  or  in  such  other  way 
as  councils  may  direct,  within  fifteen  days  after  their  being 
severally  passed,  ordained  or  established,  and  also  recorded 
in  the  office  of  recorder  of  deeds  in  and  for  the  county  of  Al- 
legheny, (who  shall  keep  a  separate  book  for  the  purpose,  and 
shall  be  allowed  and  paid  therefor  at  the  same  rate  as  are  al- 
lowed by  law  for  recording  deeds,)  within  thirty  days  there- 
after, shall  be  null  and  void ;  and  before  any  of  said  laws,  or- 
dinances, regulations  and  constitutions  shall  be  so  recorded, 
the  publication  thereof  respectively,  with  the  times  thereof, 
shall  be  proved  by  the  oath  or  solemn  affirmation  of  some 
credible  person,  which  said  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  re- 
corded therewith,  and  at  all  times  be  deemed  and  taken  as 
sufficient  evidence  of  the  time  of  such  publication. 

Section  7.  The  councils  shall  have  power,  within  the  city 
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limits,  to  prevent  injury  and  anno\-ance  from  any  business,  Power  to  pre

and  to  cause  any  nuisance  to  be  abated  ;  to  regulate  the  trans-  &c. 
portation,  storage  and  keeping  of  gunpowder,  or  other  dan- 
gerous combustibles,  and  to  provide  or  license  magazines  for 
keeping  the  same ;  to  prevent  or  punish  fast  or  immoderate 
riding  or  driving  of  horses,  or  the  sale  of  horses  or  domestic 
animals  at  public  auction,  on  the  public  highways,  or  driving 
or  propelling  vehicles  through  the  streets  ;  to  restrain  or  regu- 
late the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses,  swine,  sheep  or  other 
animals,  and  to  authorize  the  distraining,  impounding  and  sale 
of  the  same,  for  the  penalty  imposed  b}r  any  ordinance  or  regu- 
lation thereof,  and  the  cost  of  proceedings  to  prevent  the  running 
at  large  of  dogs,  and  injuries  and  annoyances  therefrom,  and  to 
authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  when  at  large  contrary 
to  any  lawful  prohibition  ;  to  regulate  the  transportation  of 
articles  through  the  streets,  and  to  prevent  injuries  to  streets 
and  bridges  from  overloaded  vehicles  ;  to  establish  and  regu- 
late markets,  and  prevent  forestalling  and  re-grating  of  the 
same ;  to  provide  for  the  measuring  or  weighing  of  ha}',  lumber, 
wood,  coal,  lime  or  any  other  article  for  sale ;  to  prevent  ob- 
structions in  streets  or  side-walks  ;  to  prevent  any  riots,  noise, 
disturbance  or  disorderly  assemblages,  and  to  punish  those 
engaging  therein  ;  to  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly  houses, 
houses  of  ill  fame,  billiard  tables,  nine  or  ten-pin  alleys,  ball 
alleys  and  gambling  houses  and  tables,  and  to  authorize  the 
destruction  of  all  instruments  or  devices  used  for  the  purpose 
of  gaming;  and  to  protect  the  property  of  the  corporation 
and  its  inhabitants,  and  to  preserve  the  peace  and  good  order 
therein  ;  shall  have  power  to  assess,  apportion,  levy  and  col- 
lect, each  year,  such  tax  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  pur- 
poses of  corporation,  on  all  descriptions  of  property  made 
taxable  by  laws  of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  8.  The  corporation  shall  have  power  to  provide  Erection  of 
for  the  safe  and  regular  building  of  houses,  stores,  manufac- 
tures  and  other  buildings  within  its  limits,  and  to  regulate 
and  prevent  the  erection  of  any  building  that  may  be  deemed 
unsafe  or  dangerous,  or  which  may  not  be  sufficiently  guarded 
against  damage  by  fire,  or  which  may  be  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  and  carrying  on  therein  any  business  that  may 
be  obnoxious,  dangerous,  annoying  or  damaging  to  citizens 
or  property,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  by  ordinance 
directed. 

Section  9.  Councils  may  regulate  or  prohibit  the  erection  wooden  tmiid- 
of  wooden  buildings.  mgs' 

Section  10.  Councils  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  a  supply  of  water, 
supply  of  water  by  the  construction  and  regulation  of  wells, 
pumps,  cisterns,  reservoirs  or  water-works ;  to  prevent  and 
punish  injuries  to  the  works,  and  the  Avaste  or  pollution  of  ^^e^° 
the  waters  ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  water-works, 
or  for  supplying  the  same  with  pure  water,  the  corporation 
may  go  beyond  its  territorial  limits,  and  its  jurisdiction ; 
to  prevent  or  punish  any  injury  to  the  water-works  or  pollu- 
tion to  the  stream  or  source  of  water  shall  extend  beyond  its 
corporate  limits.

Section  11.  Councils  shall  have  power  to  prevent  the  bu- 
rial of  the  dead  within  any  or  such  part  or  districts  of  its  ter- 
ritorial limits  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  health  of  its 
inhabitants  :  Provided,  That  interments  within  the  cemeteries 
heretofore  incorporated  majr  be  continued  in  the  manner  now 
authorized  by  law  ;  and  to  carry  into  effect  any  prohibition 
of  interments,  the  corporation  may  not  only  impose  proper 
fines  and  penalties,  but  shall  have  power  to  cause  any  body 
buried  in  any  prohibited  place  to  be  taken  up  and  buried  else- 
where. 

Section  12.  Councils  shall  have  power  to  regulate,  license 
or  prohibit  all  theatrical  exhibitions  and  public  shows,  and  all 
exhibitions  of  whatever  name  or  nature,  for  which  money  or 
an  v  other  reward  is  in  any  manner  demanded  or  received :  Pro- 
vided, That  lectures  on  historic,  literary  or  scientific  subjects 
shall  not  come  within  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  13.  Councils  shall  have  power  to  cause  any  lot  or 
lots  of  land  within  its  limits  on  which  water  shall  at  anytime 
become  stagnant,  to  be  raised,  filled  up  or  drained,  and  to  cause 
all  putrid  substances,  whether  animal  or  vegetable,  to  be  re 
moved  from  any  lot  or  lots,  and  may  for  such  purposes,  from 
time  to  time  direct  that  such  lot  or  lots  be  raised,  filled  up  or 
drained,  or  that  such  putrid  substances  be  removed  from  such 
lot  or  lots  \>y  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  respectively,  in  such 
reasonable  time  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  a 
joint  resolution  of  the  select  and  common  councils ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  owner  or  owners,  his,  her  or  their  agent 
or  attorney,  after  service  of  a  copy  of  said  resolution,  or  after 
publication  of  the  same  in  some  newspaper,  to  comply  with 
the  directions  of  such  resolution  within  the  time  therein  speci- 
fied ;  and  in  case  of  failure  or  refusal  to  do  so  it  may  be  done 
at  the  expense  of  the  corporation,  and  the  amount  of  money 
so  expended  shall  be  a  debt  due  to  the  corporation  from  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  lot  or  lots,  and  shall  be  a  lien  on  such 
lots,  and  shall  be  enforced  and  collected  in  same  manner  that 
liens  for  lateral  sewers  in  city  of  Allegheny  are  entered  upon 
and  collected. 

Section  14.  Councils  shall  have  power  to  prevent  the  en- 
cumbering or  obstruction,  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  of  the 
streets,  side-walks,  lanes,  alleys,  public  grounds  or  wharfs  of 
said  city  ;  to  prevent  or  regulate  bathing  and  swimming  in  the 
waters  of  said  city,  and  to  prevent  any  obscene  or  indecent 
exhibition,  exposure  or  conduct ;  to  restrain  and  punish  va- 
grants, mendicants,  street  beggars  and  prostitutes  ;  to  prevent 
or  regulate  aujr  amusement  or  practice  having  a  tendency  to 
annoy  persons  passing  in  the  streets  or  on  the  side-walks,  or 
to  frighten  teams  or  horses  ;  to  compel  all  persons  to  keep  the 
snow,  ice  and  dirt  from  the  side-walks  in  front  of  the  premises 
owned  or  occupied  by  them  :  to  prevent  or  regulate  all  perform- 
ances and  devices  tending  to  the  collection  of  persons  on 
the  streets,  and  side-walks  or  public  wa}rs,  by  auctioneers  or 
others  for  purposes  of  business,  amusement  or  otherwise  ;  to 
abate  and  remove  nuisances,  and  punish  the  authors  thereof 
by  penalties,  fine  and  imprisonments,  and  to  define  and  de- 
clare what  shall  be  deemed  nuisances,  and  authorize  and  di- 
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rect  the  summary  abatement  thereof;  but  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  oust  any  court  of  jurisdiction  ;  to 
abate  and  remove  nuisances  in  the  streets  or  any  other  parts 
of  said  city  or  within  its  jurisdiction,  by  indictment  or  other- 
wise ;  to  erect  lamps  and  regulate  the  lighting  thereof;  to  pro- 
hibit, require  or  regulate  the  use  of  locomotive  engines  within 
the  city,  the  fuel  used  in  propelling  locomotives,  the  rate  of 
speed  and  making  up  of  trains,  the  blowing  of  locomotive 
whistles,  erecting  and  maintaining  gates  and  watchman  at 
crossings  of  streets  and  public  grounds  of  said  city,  and  to  ex- 
ercise every  other  power  in  reference  to  the  running  of  cars 
and  use  of  locomotives  and  of  railroad  tracks  necessary  to 
secure  the  safety  of  citizens'  lives  and  property,  and  the  free 
and  unobstructed  use  of  the  highways  of  said  city ;  to  regu- 
late the  running  of  horse  railway  cars,  the  laying  down  of 
tracks  for  the  same,  the  transportation  of  passengers  thereon 
and  the  kind  of  rail  to  be  used ;  to  do  all  acts  and  make 
all  regulations  which  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  for  the 
preservation  of  health  and  the  suppression  of  disease  ;  to  au- 
thorize the  arrest,  fine  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  or 
work-house,  at  discretion,  of  keepers,  exhibitors  or  visitors  at 
any  gaming  table,  gambling  house,  house  for  fortune  telling, 
houses  of  ill  or  bad  repute,  or  other  places  of  bad  device,  and 
all  persons  who  go  about  for  purpose  of  gaming,  or  who  shall 
have  in  their  possession  any  article  or  thing  used  for  obtain- 
ing money  under  false  pretensions,  or  by  not  rendering  an 
equivalent  for  money  paid,  and  all  who  shall  disturb  any  place 
where  public  or  private  schools  are  held,  either  on  week  day  or 
Sabbath,  or  places  where  religious  worship  is  held. 

Section  15-  Councils  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  Authorized  to 
to  make  and  publish,  amend  or  repeal  ordinances,  not  incon-  make,  amend   .

shall  be  sufficient  to  declare  generally  for  the  amount  claimed 
to  be  due  in  respect  of  the  violation  of  the  ordinance,  refer- 
ring to  its  title  and  the  date  of  its  passage,  and  showing  as 
near  as  may  be  the  time  of  the  alleged  violation. 

Section  18.  The  mayor  of  said  city  shall  have  jurisdiction, 
power  and  authority  to  recover,  summarily  or  by  penal  action, 
as  the  case  may  be,  any  fines  and  forfeitures  inflicted  for  the 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  any  ordinance  which  may  be 
enacted  and  ordained  by  the  said  councils  for  the  government 
of  the  said  city. 

Section  19.  Any  ordinance,  when  passed  by  the  city  coun- 
cils, shall  be  signed  by  the  president  of  each  council  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  clerks. 

Section  20.  The  printed  copies  of  the  ordinances  of  the  cor- 
poration published  under  its  authority,  and  transcripts  of  any 
ordinance,  any  act  or  proceeding  of  councils  recorded  in  any 
book  or  entered  in  any  journal  kept  under  the  direction  of 
either  of  said  councils,  and  certified  by  its  clerk,  shall  be  re- 
ceived in  evidence  for  any  purpose  for  which  the  original  ordi- 
nance book  or  journal  would  be  received,  and  with  as  much 
effect ;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  either  of  said  coun- 
cils to  furnish  such  transcript,  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  charge 
therefor  at  the  same  rate  the.  clerk  of  common  pleas  is  entitled 
to  charge  for  transcripts  from  the  records  of  said  court. 

Section  21.  The  city  councils  shall  possess  all  the  legisla- 
tive powers  granted  in  this  act,  and  other  corporate  powers 
of  the  city  not  herein,  or  by  some  ordinance,  conferred,  in 
pursuance  of  this  act,  on  some  officer  of  the  corporation  ; 
they  shall  have  the  control  and  management  of  the  finance, 
and  of  all  the  property,  real  and  personal,  belonging  to  the 
corporation. 

Section  22.  No  ordinance  shall  contain  more  than  one  sub- 
ject, which  shall  be  clearly  expressed  by  its  title ;  and  no  or- 
dinance or  section  thereof  shall  be  revived  or  amended  unless 
the  new  ordinance  contains  the  entire  ordinance,  or  section 
so  amended  or  revived,  and  the  ordinance,  section  or  sections 
so  amended  shall  be  repealed. 

CHAPTER    FOURTH — POWERS    AND    DUTIES    OF    THE    MAYOR. 

Section  1.  The  mayor  of  said  city  shall  be  its  chief  execu- 
tive officer  and  the  conservator  of  its  peace ;  he  shall  have 
and  exercise  within  the  city  limits  the  powers  conferred  on 
sheriffs  of  the  county  to  keep  the  peace  within  the  city  limits 
and  suppress  disorder,  to  apprehend  anjT  person  committing 
any  offence  against  the  laws  of  the  state  or  the  ordinances  of 
the  city,  and  all  disorderly  persons  ;  he  shall  keep  the  corpo- 
rate seal  in  his  charge,  and  shall  sign  all  commissions,  licenses 
and  permits  authorized  or  granted  by  the  city  councils,  and 
such  other  acts  or  papers  as  may  require,  by  ordinance,  his 
certificate ;  and  it  shall  be  his  special  duty  to  cause  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  city  to  be  faithfully  and  constantly  obeyed  and 
observed. 

Section  2.  To  recover  summarily  or  by  penal  action,  as  the 
case  may  be,  any  fines  or  forfeitures  inflicted  for  the  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  any  ordinances  that   may  hereafter  be 
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ordained  or  enacted  by  council  for  the  government  of  said 
city. 

Section  3.  To  issue  his  subpoena  in  common  form  to  any  t0  issue  sub- 
person  or  persons  in  this  commonwealth,  commanding  him  or  poenas. 
them  to  appear  and  give  evidence  in  any  or  all  complaints, 
matters,  indictment,  plea  or  thing  of  a  civil  or  criminal  na- 
ture, within  his  jurisdiction  made  or  depending  ;  and  persons 
thus  subpoenaed  shall  attend  accordingly,  and  give  evidence 
under  such  pains  and  penalties  as  are  by  law  incurred  by  any 
person  or  persons  refusing  to  attend  and  give  evidence  when 
subpoenaed  for  that  purpose.

and  fulfillment  of  the  same;  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive, hold  and  enjoy  all  the  emoluments  which,  by  the  by-laws 
and  ordinances  of  the  said  corporation,  are  now  or  may  be 
hereafter  annexed  or  attached  to  said  office  of  mayor  ;  and  for 
the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  observance  of  said  laws  aud  or- 
dinances, and  preserving  the  peace  and  good  order  of  the  city, 
he  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers,  jurisdictions,  au- 
thorities, fees  and  perquisites  now  exercised  and  appertaining 
to  an  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  Allegheny  county  : 
Provided,  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  give  him 
jurisdiction  or  any  authority  in  civil  cases. 

Section   6.  That  he  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  official  Declared  official 
visitor  to  the  penitentiary  of  the  commonwealth,  with  the  same  visitor  to  peni- 
powers  and  privileges  which  are  conferred  by  law  on  other 
official  visitors. 

Before  entering  upon  discharge  of  his  duties  he  To  give  security, 
shall  be  required  to  give  bond  with  good  and  sufficient  secu- 
rities, in  same  manner  as  other  city  officers,  and  in  such  sum 
and  for  such  conditions  as  councils  may  require  b}r  resolution. 

Section  8.  And  in  addition  to  the  duties  required  by  this  other  powers 
act  of  assembly,  and  the  powers  prescribed  therein,  he  shall  and  duties, 
have  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties,  which 
ma}'  be  compatible  with  the  nature  of  his  office,  as  are  or 
shall  be  prescribed  by  said  councils. 

Section  9.  That  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Allegheny  is  May  appoint 
hereby  authorized,  in  case  of  necessary  absence  from  the  cit_y,  IVcaieo" ab-aC 
of  his  sickness  or  other  temporary  disability,  to  designate  sence,  &c 
one  of  the  aldermen  of  said  city  in  such  cases,  who  shall  ex- 
ercise all  the  powers  and  discharge  all  the  duties  of  mayor  of 
said  city  ;  and  for  all  the  official  acts  of  said  deputy  the  mayor 
shall  be  responsible. 

THE    CONTROLLER. 

Section  1.  He  shall  have  the  general  supervision  and  con-  controller  to 
trol  of  all  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  city,  to  be  exercised  in  the  havesupervi- 
manner  which  may  be  by  ordinance  prescribed  ;  he  shall  keep  affairs. 
a  full  and  regular  set  of  books,  exhibiting  accurate  statements 
of  all  mone}'s  received  and  expended  for  or  on  acccount  of 
the  city  corporation,  the  directors  of  the  poor  or  the  park 
commission,  and  of  all  property  owned  by  the  city,  and  of 
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the  income  derived  therefrom;  he  shall  examine  all  bills, 
claims  and  demands  against  the  city,  and  shall  countersign, 
warrants  on  the  city  treasurer  in  paj'ment  thereof  for  such 
only  as  he  may  find  to  be  lawful,  just  and  due. 

Section  2.  He  shall  have  authority  to  administer  oaths  or 
affirmations  to  any  person  engaged  in  receiving  or  disbursing 
the  city  monej's,  and  to  all  persons  presenting  claims  or  de- 
mands against  said  city. 
Books,  &c. to  be      Section  3.  His  books  and  papers  shall  at  all  times  be  open 
tmnof  counts,  to  inspection  of  any  member  or  members  of  councils. 

Section  4.  Shall  report  to  councils  at  such  times  and  in 
such  manner  as  said  councils  may,  by  resolution  or  ordinance 
direct,  all  matters  or  things  necessary  to  exhibit  the  true  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  city  or  of  any  department  of  said  cor- 
poration, or  touching  any  subject  upon  which  said  councils 
may  desire  information  which  he  can  furnish.

TREASURER. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  receive 
and  safely  keep  all  moneys  accruing  to  the  city  corporation, 
and  shall  pay  out  the  same  on  warrants  drawn  by  the  mayor 
and  countersigned  by  the  controller,  and  not  otherwise  ;  and 
be  shall  beep  accurate  accounts  thereof,  and  make  such  reports- 
in  relation  thereto  as  councils  may  by  ordinance  direct. 

Section  2.  He  shall  give  every  person  paying  money  into 
the  city  treasury  a  duplicate  receipt  therefor,  specifying  date 
of  payment  and  upon  what  account  paid. 

Section  3.  All  moneys  of  the  city  shall  be  kept  separate 
and  distinct  from  his  own  moneys,  and  he  is  expressly  pro- 
hibited from  using,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  the  corpora- 
tion money  or  warrants,  or  bonds,  in  his  custody,  for  his  own 
use  or  benefit  or  that  of  an}'  other  person  or  persons  what- 
soever. 

ENGINEER. 

Section  I.  The  city  engineer  shall  be  well  skilled  in  the 
sciences  of  civil  engineering  and  building,  and  in  the  practical 
application  thereof. 

Section  2.  In  his  office  shall  be  kept  all  plans,  plots,  re- 
cords and  papers  pertaining  to  streets  and  public  improve- 
ments of  the  city. 

Section  3.  He  shall  have  charge  of  all  improvements  of 
streets,  highwa3Ts,  sewers,  wharves,  landings  and  public 
grounds  of  said  city,  and  shall  perform  such  other  engineer- 
ing services  as  may  be  required  by  councils. 

Section  4.  He  shall  have  charge  of  all  plots,  books,  et  cet- 
era, necessary  to  register  and  plot  all  property  returned  under 
the  registry  act  of  said  city. 

Section  5.  He  shall  appoint  such  number  of  assistants  and 
draughtsmen  as  may  be  authorized  by  councils. 

*       CITT    SOLICITOR. 

Section  1.  He  shall  be  a  regular  licensed  attorney-at-law, 
who  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  reside  and  have  been 
for  two  years  next  previous  a  bona  fide  resident  of  said  city, 
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and  who  shall  have  had  a  practice  in  his  profession  of  at 
least  two  years. 

SECTION  2    He  shall  act  as  attorney  and  counsel  for  said  Duties. 
city  in  all  suits  and  proceedings  by,  for  or  against  the  city, 
and  in  addition  to  the  duties  imposed  by  special  acts  of  as- 
sembly, to  perform  such  other  in  his  department  as  may  be 
required  of  him. 

CHAPTER    FIFTH — MISCELLANEOUS   AND    SUPPLEMENTAL. 

Section  1.  All  ordinances,  regulations,  by-laws,  rules  and  Ordinances,  &c, 

resolutions  now  in  force  in  the  city  of  Allegheny,  and  not  in-  relative  to!'6' 
consistent  with  this  act,  shall  remain  in  force  under  this  act, 
until  altered,  modilied  or  repealed  by  councils,  after  this  act 
shall  take  effect. 

Section  2.  All  actions,  rights,  penalties  and  forfeitures  in  Actions,  rights, 
suits  or  otherwise,  which  have  accrued  under  the  act  consoli-  ^//r^'.V'u,  beVe 
dated  herein,  or  other  acts,  parts  of  acts  or  supplements  not  vested  i'n  corpo- 
repealed  or  changed  by  this  act,  and  now  in  force  in  said  city,  created. 
shall  be  vested  in  and  prosecuted  by  the  corporation  hereby 
created,  as  if  no  change  had  been  made  in  said  charter. 

Section  3.  All  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  of  any  property  bo- 
mi  ture  whatsoever,  now  belonging  to  the  city  of  Allegheny,  ^esfedm^orpo- 
is  hereby  vested  in  the  corporation  created  by  this  act,  and  ration  hereby 
their  successors,  to  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  citizens  crGcl  e  ' 
forever ;  and  the  officers  of  said  corporation,  now  in  office, 
shall  respectively  continue  in  the  same  for  the  term  of  their 
election,  but  shall  be  governed  by  this  act,  which  shall  take 
effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Section  4.  All  acts,  general  or  special,  or  parts  of  acts  or  Acts  now  in 
supplements  thereto,  of  the  city  of  Allegheny,  not  repealed  T'm't'' n'1;Ltlveto 
by  this  act,  now  in  force  and  operation,  or  passed  prior  to  the 
passage  of  this  act,  and  which  confer  any  rights,  privileges 
or  powers  upon  said  city  or  its  officers,  citizens  or  any  of  its 
commissions,  are  hereby  extended  to  the  corporation  created 
by  this  act ;  and  all  powers,  privileges  or  rights  now  vested 
in  the  city  of  Allegheny,  its  officers,  citizens  or  commissions, 
are  hereby  vested  in  the  corporation  created  by  this  act ;  and 
all  of  said  acts  of  the  city  of  Allegheny  shall  continue  in 
force  and  operation  as  fully  and  to  like  effect  as  if  this  act 
had  never  been  passed,  and  in  like  manner  all  acts  or  parts 
of  acts  that  have  been  extended  to  said  city  prior  to  the  passage 
of  this  act.

with  or  without  process,  all  persons  who  shall  break  or  violate 
the  peace,  and  if  necessary,  detain  such  persons  in  custody  in 
watch  house,  or  other  safe  place,  until  hearing  or  bail  is  given, 
and  shall  have  and  exercise  such  other  powers  as  conservators 
of  the  peace  as  councils  may  prescribe. 

Section  G.  Noperson  shall  be  an  incompetent  judge,  justice,  inhabitants  or 
witness  or  juror, 'by  reason  of  his  being  an  inhabitant  or  free-  freeholders 
holder  of  said  city,  in  any  action  or  proceeding  in  which  the  nesses,  &c,  in 
said  city  shall  be  a  party  in  interest.  against  I-i'ty.1

Section  8.  That  the  bonds  of  the  said  chVy,  known  as  re- 
newal bonds  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy,  now 
issued,  and  all  other  bonds  now  authorized  to  be  issued  or  to 
be  issued  aftre  the  passage  of  this  act,  for  city  purposes,  shall 
be  exempt  from  state  and  local  taxation. 

Section  9.  That  the  councils  of  said  city  shall,  once  in 
every  year,  cause  to  be  published  a  just  and  true  account  of 
all  moneys  which  shall  have  accrued  to  them  in  their  corpo- 
rate capacity,  during  the  3-ear  preceding  such  publication,  and 
also  of  the  disposition  thereof.

said  alderman,  or  any  of  them  ;  and  he  or  they  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  execute  the  same  by  making  the  arrest,  if  the  same 
can  be  done,  at  any  place  within  the  county  of  Alleghenj7', 
and  by  bringing  such  offenders  before  said  alderman,  or  some 
of  them. 

Section  10-  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  aldermen  be- 
fore whom  any  complaint,  indictment,  plea,  matter  or  thing 
of  a  criminal  or  civil  nature,  within  his  or  their  jurisdiction, 
shall  be  made  or  depending,  to  issue  their  subpoena  in  com- 
mon form,  to  any  person  or  persons  in  this  commonwealth, 
commanding  him  or  them  to  appear  and  give  evidence  therein  ; 
and  every  person  to  whom  the  same  shall  be  directed,  and  on 
whom  service  thereof  shall  be  duly  made,  shall  attend  accord- 
ingly, and  give  evidence  under  such  pains  and  penalties  as  are 
by  law  incurred  by  any  person  or  persons  refusing  to  attend 
and  give  evidence  when  duty  subpoenaed  for  that  purpose. 

Section  11.  That  said  councils  shall  have  power  to  annually 
levy  and  collect  taxes  on  the  assessed  value  of  all  real  and 
personal  estate  in  the  city,  taxable  by  any  law  of  the  state, 
as, now  levied  and  collected  in  said  city  by  existing  laws ;  all 
lawTs  of  said  city  relative  to  general  taxation  to  be  continued 
in  force  and  operation  by  the  corporation  created  by  this  act, 
with  like  effect  as  if  this  act  had  never  been  passed. 

Section  12.  Said  councils  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  as- 
sess upon  all  the  goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  and  upon  all 
articles  of  trade  and  commerce  sold  in  said  city,  including 
sales  at  auction  or  otherwise,  an  annual  tax  for  the  use  of 
said  city,  to  be  levied  and  collected  from  the  venders  of  said 
articles,  in  same  manner  as  other  city  taxes  are  now  levied 
and  collected,  and  as  they  may  think  just  and  equitable. 

Section  13.  That  councils  of  said  city  are  hereby  empow- 
ered to  levy  and  collect,  for  the  use  of  said  cit}T,  an  annual 
business  tax,  as  they  may  deem  just  and  equitable,  on  the 
average  yearly  deposits  of  all  banks  and  banking  institutions, 
and  on  the  yearly  receipts  of  insurance  companies,  and  insu- 
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ranee  agencies  doing  business  in  said  city  ;  and  in  case  any  Howassess- 

cashier,  treasurer,  secretary  or  other  officer  of  any  corporation,  J^luced. 

association  or  compan}-,  the  business  thereof  is  made  taxable 

under  this  act,  shall  feel  aggrieved  by  any  assessment  made

be  made  before  the  controller  of  the  city. 

Section  14.  If  said  tax  is  not  paid,  then  the  property  of  Property  of  cor- 
any  such  corporations  and  companies  shall  be  subject  to  levy  j^ifect  to  levy 
and  sale  by  any  ward  constable  for  pa}Tment  thereof,  upon  a  ana  sale  for 
warrant  to  be  issued  by  the  city  treasurer  in  same  manner  as 
in  other  chYy  taxes. 

Section  15.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  collector  or  any  imprisonment 
constable,  upon  warrant  of  collector,  to  arrest  and  imprison,  ment  o?per- 
in  the  count}' jail,  any  one  refusing  to  pay  any  personal  tax  sonai  taxes  au- 
assessed  upon  him,  her  or  them  for  city  purposes  ;  such  impri- 
sonment not  to  exceed  sixty  days. 

Section  16.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  Repeal, 
act  are  hereby  repealed.

That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  transact 
financial  business  as  a  natural  person,  and  as  such  to  become 
and  act  as  a  treasurer  and  financial  agent  of  charitable  and

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  school  lots,  and  building  Authorized  to 
and  furnishing  school  houses,  the  school  directors  of  the  bor-  an^issue  bonds 
ough  of  Braddocks,  in  the  county  of  Allegheny,  be  and  they  therefor, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  money,  not  exceeding  fifteen 
thousand  dollars,  and  to  issue  bonds  therefor,  signed  by  the 
president  and  secretary  and  countersigned  by  the  treasurer  of 
said  board  of  school  directors,  said  bonds  to  run  not  over  fif- 
teen 37ears,  and  to  bear  interest  not  to  exceed  seven  per  centum 
per  annum,  and  to  be  exempt  from  taxation  except  for  state 
purposes ;  and  said  board  of  school  directors  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  pledge  the  school  revenue  and  property  for  the 
payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assent' 
bly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  owners  of  property  abutting  on  Penn  avenue,  in  the 
city  of  Pittsburg,  between  Saint  Mary's  avenue  and  the  east- 
ern line  of  said  city,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  elect 
five  citizens  of  Pittsburg,  owners  of  property  abutting  as  afore- 
said, to  be  known  as  commissioners  of  Penn  avenue  improve- 
ment, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  control  and  superintend  the 
grading,  curbing  and  paving  of  that  part  of  said  avenue  above- 
mentioned,  and  who  shall  serve  without  salary.

any  vacancy  that  may  occur  therein  by  the  death,  resignation 
or  removal  from  the  district,  or  otherwise,  until  the  next  an- 
nual election  for  councilman,  when  such  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  by  electing  a  person  from  the  district  to  suppty  the 
same;  and  a  failure  of  the  voters  to  fill  the  vacancy  at  the 
regular  annual  election,  will  authorize  the  council  to  do  so  ;  or 
if  any  person  having  taken  upon  himself  the  duties  of  the 
office  of  councilman,  shall  neglect  to  attend  any  two  regular 
meetings  of  the  council  in  succession,  unless  detained  by 
sickness  or  detained  by  absence  from  the  district,  or  to  act  in 
his  official  capacity  when  in  attendance,  the  councilmen  pre- 
sent shall  have  power  to  declare  his  seat  in  the  council  va-

Section  5.  The  burgess  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  Burgess  to  be

such  other  officers  as  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  under  this 
act,  or  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  borough,  before  they 
shall  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  ;  which 
oath  or  oaths,  or  affirmations,  so  .taken  and  subscribed  to, 
shall  be  filed  among  the  records  of  the  corporation. 

Section  6.  That  from  and  after  the  first  Monday  in  April,  Burgess  and 
the  burgess  and  town  council  duly  elected,  and  their  suCces-  pontic.  a  b°  5 
sors  in  office,  shall  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  burgess  and  town  council  of  the  bor-  Name, 
ough  of  West  Elizabeth,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  Powers  and 
and  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  have,  receive,  hold  and  possess  r" 
goods  and  chattels,  lands  and  tenements,  rents,  liberties,  juris- 
dictions, franchises  and  hereditaments,  to  them  and  their  suc- 
cessors, in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  and  also  to  grant,  sell,  let 
and  assign  the  same,  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  any  of  the  courts  of  law  in 
this  commonwealth  in  all  manner  of  actions  whatever,  and  to 
have  and  use  one  common  seal,  and  the  same  from  time  to 
time  at  their  will  to  change  and  alter,  to  be  carried  into  effect, 
and  to  do  and  to  perform  all  such  other  services  as  may  be 
imposed  upon  him  by  the  same  :   Provided,  That  the  town 
council  shall  have  power  to  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  side- 
walks or  pavements,  and  shall  have  power  only  to  levy  a  tax 
on  property  where  such  walks  and  pavements  are  made,  and 
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not  out  of  general  tax  for  the  improvement  of  streets:  Pro- 
vided further,  That  the  expenses  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
by-laws  or  ordinances  ma}'  be  taken  from  the  general  fund,  as 
they  may  deem  expedient,  and  the  same  to  remove  at  pleasure  ;

tion of  any  by-law  or  ordinance  of  such  borough,  until  after 
six  days  shall  have  expired  after  the  promulgation  thereof  by 
at  least  four  copies  of  the  same  being  put  up  in  the  most  pub- 
lic places  within  the  said  borough,  and  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent or  president  pro  tern.,  and  attested  by  the  town  clerk  ;  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  burgess  to  cause  all  the  by-laws  and 
ordinances  of  the  council  to  be  executed. 

Section  7.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  pass 
and  enact  bj'-laws,  rules  and  regulations  and  ordinances  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  to  promote  the  peace  and  good  order 
and  general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants,  and  well  being  of  said 
borough,  and  for  the  purposes  of  imposing  and  keeping  in  good 
order,  the  side-walks,  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  common  grounds 
and  other  property  whatsoever  that  has  heretofore  been  grant- 
ed to  the  use  of  the  citizens  of  West  Elizabeth,  or  that  may 
hereafter  be  granted  to  the  use  of  the  corporation,  and  for  re- 
moving nuisances  or  obstructions  therefrom,  and  the  same  to 
alter,  make,  renew  or  annul,  as  the  occasion  may  require  ; 
and  also  assess,  levy,  collect  and  appropriate  such  taxes  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  carry  their  rules  and  ordinances  into 
effect ;  they  shall  have  authority  to  obtain  materials  for  im- 
proving streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  public  grounds,  and  order  and 
direct  the  manner  and  way  in  which  the  same  shall  be  im- 
proved, repair  and  keep  in  good  order  ;  they  shall  annually 
appoint  a  town  clerk,  treasurer,  collector  of  tax,  coal  mea- 
surer, clerk  of  the  market  when  necessary,  and  such  other 
officers. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  burgess  to  issue  his 
warrant  to  the  collector,  as  often  as  occasion  may  require, 
commanding  him  to  collect  the  taxes  assessed  by  the  town 
council,  a  list  or  duplicate  of  which  shall  be  made  out  and 
delivered  to  the  said  collector,  and  to  pay  the  same  to  the  trea-

shall  he  lawful  for  the  collector  to  certify  the  same  to  the  com-  S55J2£^^2 
missioners  of  Allegheny  county  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
collector  of  taxes  are  authorized  by  law  to  return  road  taxes 
or  unseated  lands,  and  the  county  treasurer  shall,  in  like  man- 
ner, collect  the  said  taxes,  or  sell  and  convey  the  lot  or  lots 
for  the  payment  of  the  same,  and  pay  the  money  into  the  trea- 
sury of  the  borough,  or  to  whoever  it  may  belong. 

Section  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  clerk  to  attend  Duties  of  town 
all  meetings  of  the  town  council,  when  assembled  on  business  clerk- 
of  tiie  corporation,  and  perform  the  duty  of  clerk  thereto  ; 
to  keep  and  preserve  the  corporate  seal  and  records  of  the 
corporation,  and  be  answerable  for  the  same,  and  also  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  all  the  duties  that  may  devolve  upon  him 
by  this  act  or  the  acts  of  the  corporation  ;  he  shall  keep  a  fair 
journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  town  council  in  a  book  to 
be  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  enter  all  the  by-laws 
and  ordinances  adopted  by  the  council  in  a  separate  book  for 
that  purpose,  and  when  signed  by  the  president,  shall  attest 
the  same  ;  he  shall  certify  copies  under  the  seal  of  the  corpora- 
tion, which  copies  of  any  book,  paper,  bj'-laws,  ordinances  or 
proceedings  of  the  council,  when  so  certified  and  attested  by 
the  clerk,  shall  be  good  evidence  of  the  thing  certified  ;  he  shall 
deliver  over  to  his  successor  the  seal,  and  all  the  books,  papers 
and  other  things  belonging  to  the  corporation,  and  upon  ne- 
glect or  refusal  to  do  so,  upon  demand  made,  he  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  a  fine  of  less  than  fifty  dollars,  and  be  accountable 
for  all  damages  sustained  by  the  corporation,  to  be  recovered 
as  like  debts  and  damages  are  b}'  law  recoverable  ;  and  he  shall 
receive  no  compensation  until  all  the  property,  books  and 
records  are  delivered  to  his  successor  in  office,  together  with 
duplicate,  invoices  and  receipts  for  the  same,  one  of  which 
shall  remain  with  the  town  clerk  and  the  other  deposited  with 
the  treasurer. 

Section  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  receive  Duties  of  trea- 
moneys  due  the  corporation,  whether  for  fines,  taxes,  dona-  surer- 
tions,  or  in  any  other  way,  and  to  pay  out  of  the  same  on 
orders  of- the  president  or  president  pro  tern.;  he  shall  keep 
a  fair  account  of  his  receipts  and  payments, and  settle  his  ac- 
counts with  the  town  council  whenever  they  shall  require  the 
same  to  be  done,  and  pay  over  all  moneys  and  balances  found 
in  his  hands,  and  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  books, 
papers  and  accounts  belonging  to  the  corporation,  or  pertain- 
ing to  his  official  duties,  when  demanded,  for  which  he  shall 
give  a  bond  to  the  burgess  and  town  council,  with  sureties 
thereon,  as  they  may  require. 

Section  11.  That  no  moneys  shall  be  drawn  from  the  trea-  How  money  to 
surv  but  bt  the  authority  of  the  council,  on  order  signed  by  J>fJ*5 awn  from 
the  president  thereof  and  attested  by  the  clerk  ;  it  shall  be  the  Council  t ,  settie 
duty  of  the  town  council  to  settle  the  accounts  of  the  trea- accounts  of 
surer,  street  commissioner,  collector  of  taxes,  and  of  the  s"ev- 
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eral  officers  annually,  and  to  cause  a  fair  statement,  showing 
the  receipts  in  the  treasury,  and  how  the  same  shall  have  been 
expended,  to  be  published  by  the  town  clerk  every  year,  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  said  town  council. 

Section  12.  That  the  burgess  and  town  council  of  the  said 
borough  are  hereby  authorized  to  have  built,  or  otherwise  pro- 
vided or  supported  in  said  borough,  at  the  expense  thereof,  a 
suitable  building  for  the  security  and  temporary  detention  of 
any  person  or  persons  committed  by  any  justice  of  the  peace, 
burgess  or  constable  of  said  borough,  for  any  violation  of  the 
laws  of  this  commonwealth,  or  of  the  ordinance  or  ordinances 
of  the  borough  aforesaid,  for  which  such  person  or  persons 
could  be  lawfully  committed  to  the  common  jail  of  the  county 
aforesaid,  there  to  remain  or  be  kept  until  such  offender  or 
offenders  can  be  removed  to  the  common  jail  of  said  county, 
if  committed  for  an  indictable  offence,  or  until  discharged  ac- 
cording to  law ;  that  no  person  or  persons  shall  be  confined 
in  said  lock-up  house  at  any  one  time  for  a  longer  time  than 
seventy-two  hours,  except  such  person  or  persons  be  charged 
with  an  indictable  offence,  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  detain 
him,  her  or  them  for  a  legal  examination  :  Provided,  If  the 
town  council  shall  build  a  lock-up,  or  otherwise  have  provided 
or  supported,  they  shall  levy  a  capitation  tax  for  that  special 
purpose,  and  shall  be  appropriated  for  no  other  purpose. 

Section  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  high  constable  to

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  street  commissioner 
to  act  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  high  constable  in  his 
absence  or  disability,  and  all  other  duties  enjoined  on  him  by 
the  burgess  and  town  council. 

Section  15.  That  the  expense  of  arresting,  binding  over  or 
committing  or  keeping  any  such  person  or  persons  in  said 
lock-up  house,  or  conveying  him,  her  or  them  to  the  common 
jail  of  the  county  aforesaid,  on  any  indictable  offence,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  county  of  Allegheny,  on  the  presentation  of 
proper  accounts  of  the  same  to  the  commissioners  or  comp- 
trolers  of  said  count}- ;  but  any  person  or  persons  committed 
to  the  count}' jail  or  work-house  of  Allegheny  county,  for  any 
offence  against  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  of  the  borough  of 
West  Elizabeth,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  said  bor- 
ough. 

Section  16.    The  said  burgess  and  town  council  are  em- 
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powered  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  of  one  dollar  on  each  dog  Tax  on  dogs.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  qualified  voters  of  Dauphin  county  shall,  at  the  gen-  solicitor  to  be 
eral  election  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October  next,  and  every  elected. 
three  years  thereafter,  elect  one  person  learned  in  the  law,  who  Qualifications. 
shall  have  resided  in  the  said  county  for  three  years  next  pre- 
ceding his  election,  who  shall  be  called  the  solicitor  of  Dau- 
phin county. 

Section  2.  That  the  return  judges  of  said  county  shall,  when  Duties  of  return

Providing  for  the  removal  of  the  dead  interred  in  the  Union  burial 
ground  of  the  borough  of  Millersburg  to  Oak  Hill  cemetery  of  said 
borough,  and  authorizing  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  burial 
ground  to  sell  the  real  estate  used  for  such  purpose,  after  said  re- 
moval.

And  whereas,  The  said  board  of  home  missions  is  intended 
to  receive  in  trust  donations  and  bequests,  and  to  manage  the 
funds  thus  contributed  for  the  purposes  contemplated  in  the 
appointment,  by  the  said  synod,  of  said  board,  according  to 
the  benevolent  intent  of  those  from  whom  such  bequests  and 
donations  are  received,  and  to  administer  the  affairs  of  said 
board  in  general  ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  Benj.  Bailsman,  George  B.  Russell,  Daniel  Zacharias,  Corporators. 
Chas.  Santee,  George  Gelbach,  Samuel  H.  Gies}7,  J.  Bossard, 
Daniel  W.  Gross,  Daniel  Gaus,  Jacob  Y.  Dietz,  George  W. 
Aughinbaugh  and  Nicholas  Gehr,  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  members  of  the  Reformed  church  in  the  United  States, 
be  and  hereby  are  made,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a 
body  politic  or  corporation,  which  shall  henceforth  be  known

Weaver,  Philip  H.  Moore,  David 
Clement,  William  L.  Dewart  and  their  associates,  be  and  they 
are  herebj7  made  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Sunbury  Steam  Ferry  and  Tow-boat  Com-  Name.

the  Philadelphia  and  West  Chester  turnpike  road,  who,  after 
having  been  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace  or  alderman  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  on  them  by 
this  act  with  fidelity,  and  to  the  best  of  their  judgment,  shall 
on  or  before  the  second  Monday  of  May,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy,  proceed  to  view  the  ground  between  To  view  ground 
the  points  mentioned  for  the  commencement  and  termination 
of  said  state  road,  and  also  to  make  a  careful  examination  of 
existing  roads  or  streets  leading  nearly  in  a  direction  between 
said  points ;  and  after  having  made  such  view  and  examina- 
tion, they  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  proceed  to  lay  out  said 
state  road,  adopting  such  existing  roads  or  streets,  or  parts 
thereof,  wherever,  in  their  opinion  and  judgment,  the  interests 
of  the  public  would  not  suffer  by  so  doing:  Provided,  That  Proviso. 
the  portion  of  said  state  road  within  the  city  of  Philadelphia,

The  said  commissioners  shall  each  be  entitled 
to  receive  three  dollars  per  day  for  the  time  they  may  be  en- 
gaged in  viewing  the  ground  and  laying  out  said  road ;  and 
in  case  a  vacancy  should  occur  in  their  number,  the  same 
shall  be  supplied  by  the  remaining  commissioners ;  when 
drafts  of  said  road  shall  have  been  filed  agreeably  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  foregoing  section  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  commissioners  to  make  out  a  clear  and  explicit 
account  of  the  whole  expense  of  laying  out  the  same,  and  ap- 
portion said  expense  between  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and

sixty  feet,  and  when  it  shall  occupy  a  street  on  the  present 
plan  of  the  said  city  of  less  width,  the  same  shall  be  increased 
to  sixty  feet :  Provided,  That  any  particular  portion  of  said 
road  may  have  a  greater  width  with  the  united  concurrence  of 
all  the  commissioners. 

Section  5.  When  the  said  road  shall  be  laid  out  and  marked, 
and  a  draft  thereof  filed  as  hereinbefore  provided,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  supervisors  of  the  respective  townships  of  the 
county  of  Delaware,  through  which  the  same  may  pass,  to 
forthwith  proceed  and  open  said  road  for  public  travel ;  and 
the  same  shall  be  kept  in  repair  as  the  public  roads  of  the 
several  townships  through  which  it  may  pass  are  now  kept  in 
repair ;  in  like  manner  the  chief  commissioner  of  highways 
shall  cause  that  portion  of  said  road  within  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia to  be  opened,  and  the  same  shall  be  kept  in  repair  as 
one  of  the  public  streets  of  said  city. 

Section  6.  Within  the  county  of  Delaware  damages  to  the 
owners  of  land  through  which  the  said  road  shall  pass,  shall 
be  assessed  as  damages  for  opening  county  roads  were  as- 
sessed under  the  provisions  of  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth 
sections  of  an  act  relating  to  roads,  bridges  and  highways,  as- 
sessed the  thirteenth  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  except  that  the  number  of 
viewers  appointed  shall  be  three  instead  of  six ;  and  they  shall 
have  authority  to  determine  in  such  case,  and  shall  report  how 
much  of  said  damages  shall  be  paid  by  the  owners  of  land 
through  which  the  said  road  passes,  and  benefited  by  thela3ring

and  boroughs  is  first  thereto  had,  by  ordinance  duly  passed, 
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nor  shall  the  said.companj7  at  any  time  alter  or  change  the 
grade  or  line  of  any  street  without  the  consent  of  the  coun- 
cils aforesaid  first  had  and  obtained  ;  and  the  said  company 
shall  keep  so  much  of  the  streets  of  the  said  city  and  boroughs 
from  curb  to  curb,  as  may  be  used  and  occupied  by  thei-n,  in

For  the  establishment  of  public  scales  and  for  weighing  hay,  straw, 
coal,  lime,  et  cetera,  in  the  borough  of  Sharpsburg,  Allegheny 
county. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth,  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem~ 
bly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  burgess  and  council  procure  two  scales,  of  the  ca- 
pacity of  five  tons  each,  for  weighing  coal,  hay,  straw,  lime 
and  such  other  articles  as  shall  be  hereafter  directed  to  be 
weighed  at  said  scales,  in  said  borough,  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid,  yielding  and  paying  into  the  borough  treasurer 
five  per  centum,  semi-annually,  on  the  amount  received  from 
said  scales,  under  oath ;  and  the  weigh-masters  shall  charge, 
for  weighing  coal,  hay,  straw,  lime  or  other  articles  weighed 
at  said  scales,  the  fees  fixed  by  this  ordinance.

Section  8.  They  shall  endeavor  to  procure  releases  of  clam- To  obtain  re_ 
ao-es  from  the  owners  of  lands  through  which  the  road  passes,  leases  or  assess 
and  if  they  fail  to  do  so,  and  it  shall  appear  to  them  that  any 
damages  will  be  sustained,  they  shali  assess  the  amount  there- 
of, taking  into  consideration  the  advantages  to  be  derived 
from  the  road  passing  through  the  land  of  the  part}'. 

Section  9.  Whenever  practical,  roads  shall  be  laid  out  at  Elevation  of 
an  elevation  not  exceeding  five  degrees,  except  at  the  cross-  roads. 
ing  of  ravines  and  streams,  where  by  moderate  filling  and 
bridging  the  grade  of  the  road  may  be  kept  within  that  limit. 

Section  10.  They  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  next  term  Report  of  view- 
of  the  court:  ers- 

First.  Whether  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meet- 
ing was  duly  given. 

Second.  Whether  they  were  all  present  at  the  view,  and 
whether  they  were  duly  sworn  or  affirmed. 

Third.  Whether  the  road  is  necessary  for  a  public  or  pri- 
vate road. 

Fourth.  The  amount  of  damages  assessed,  together  with  all 
releases  of  damage  obtained  b}'  them. 

Fifth.  A  draft  of  the  road  stating  the  courses  and  distances, 
and  noting  briefly  the  improvements  through  which  it  passes. 

Section  11.  The  court  shall  examine  carefully  the  amount  ^pproval of  re_ 
of  damages  assessed,  and  if  satisfied  that  the  public  interest  port. 
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will  be  subserved  by  its  payment,  and  the  opening  of  the  road, 
shall  approve  the  report ;  and  the  damages  shall,  if  the  road 
is  confirmed,  be  paid  by  the  county. 

Section  12.  If  the  court  shall  not  be  satisfied  that  public 
necessity  requires  that  the  county  should  pay  the  damages, 
they  may  approve  the  road  upon  condition  that  the  damages 
shall,  if  the  road  is  confirmed,  be  paid  by  the  persons  apply- 
ing for  the  same ;  but  no  final  confirmation  shall  be  made 
until  the  damages  are  actually  paid,  and  the  same  may  be 
paid  into  court. 

Section  13.  The  court  shall,  at  the  time  of  the  approval 
of  the  road,  direct  at  what  breadth  it  shall  be  opened. 

Section  14.  The  breadth  of  a  public  road  shall  not  exceed 
fifty  feet,  and  of  a  private  road  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five 
feet. 

Section  15.  Roads  on  the  line  of  this  and  any  adjoining 
county  may  be  laid  out,  changed  or  vacated  by  proceedings 
of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  either  county  ;  and  the 
proceedings  in  regard  thereto  shall  be  entered  of  record  in 
the  docket  of  both  counties. 

Section  16.  Reports  of  viewers  approved,  may  be  confirmed 
at  the  next  ensuing  term  of  court,  unless  at  or  before  that 
term  a  petition  for  a  second  view  or  review  shall  be  presented. 

Section  17.  If  a  second  view  is  petitioned  for,  the  proceed- 
ings in  regard  thereto  shall  be  in  like  manner  as  is  provided 
for  the  case  of  a  first  view.

Viewers  shall  receive  for  their  pay  two  dollars 
each  for  every  day  necessarily  employed  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties  ;  and  the  surveyor  shall  receive  in  addition  thereto 
two  dollars  for  each  day  actually  employed  in  surveying  and 
drafting  the  road.

To  roads,  streets  and  alleys  laid  out  between  the 
sub-divisions  of  the  proprietories' manors,  which  have  never 
been  opened. 

Tenth.  To  roads,  streets  and  allej^s  which  have  never  been 
opened,  laid  out  by  private  owners  in  any  plan  of  village  or 
out-lots.

Section  53.  And  in  case  of  the  death  of  a  contractor  or 
his  removal  from  the  township,  without  making  provision  for 
having  the  work  done,  or  of  his  insolvency,  the  supervisor

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly viet,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  directors  of  the  Drumore  school  district,  in  the 
county  of  Lancaster,  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  levy 
and  collect  a  tax  from  the  taxable  citizens  of  said  township, 
to  be  used  in  the  erection  of  a  building  in  the  village  of  Chest- 
nut Level,  in  which  the  township  and  general  elections,  meet- 
ings of  the  school  board  and  all  other  township  meetings  or

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  Uw  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  qualified  voters  of  the  borough 
of  Milesburg  and  the  township  of  Boggs,  in  the  count}'  of 
Centre,  and  as  many  other  districts  in  said  county  as  may 
desire  to  vote  by  ballot  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in 
said  districts  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October  next,  on  the 
subject  of  a  poor  house.  All  voting  in  favor  of  said  poor 
house  shall  label  their  tickets,  "  for  a  poor  house,"'  and  those 
voting  against  it  shall  label  their  tickets,  "  against  a  poor 
house." 

Section  2.  The  election  officers  in  said  mentioned  districts, 
and  as  man}'  other  districts  as  the  qualified  voters  may  desire 
to  vote,  shall  prepare  separate  boxes  and  receive  the  votes  of 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  respective  districts,  under  the  same 
restrictions  and  regulations  as  is  now  provided  by  law  for 
holding  elections,  and  make  an  exact  and  correct  return  of 
the  same,  under  oath,  to  the  commissioners  of  the  county  by 
the  return  judge  of  said  election. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions  to  appoint  a  commissioner  from  each  bor- 
ough or  township  so  electing,  as  soon  after  said  election  as 
convenient,  or  at  the  next  term  of  the  court  in  said  county, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  meet  as  soon  thereafter  as  practica- 
ble, and  determine  upon  and  purchase  such  real  estate  as

To  an  act.  entitled  "  An  Act  providing  for  the  introduction  of  water 
into  the  borough  of  Lebanon,"  approved  the  fifteenth  da}' of  April, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine. 

Section  1.  •  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  in  addition  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  burgesses  and 
town  council  of  the  borough  of  Lebanon,  their  agents  and 
employees,  in  and  by  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  to  which  this 
is  a  supplement,  it  shall  be  lawful,  and  the  burgess  and  town 
council  of  the  borough  of  Lebanon,  Pennsylvania,  their  agents

That  if  any  person,  applying  for  relief  or  resid- 
ing in  said  poor  house,  shall  refuse  t<>  make  oath  or  afiirmation 
touching  his  or  her  last  place  of  residence  or  legal  settlement,  or 
touching  his  or  her  property  and  circumstances,  or  shall  refuse 
to  answer  any  question  touching  the  same,  the  justice  or  the 
county  commissioners  may  and  shall  refuse  to  extend  any  re- 
lief to  such  persons  until  they  shall  satisfactory  answer  the 
same. 

Section  11.  That  orders  for  the  relief,  commitment  or  re- 
moval of  paupers  to  the  county  poor  house  may  be  made  by

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonivealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  in  all  cases  where  the  citizens  of  any  township  or  town-  Proceedings  to 
ships  of  Luzerne  county  desire  the  county  to  build  a  bridge  bunt  by  county 
across  any  stream  in  said  township,  or  across  a  stream  which 
runs  between  two  townships,  or  between  Luzerne  and  any 
other  county,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  citizens  of  said 
township  or  townships  to  present  their  petition  to  the  grand 
inquest  of  the  county,  at  the  November  sessions  in  each  year. 
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setting  forth  the  location  of  the  desired  bridge,  the  width  of 
the  stream  at  the  point  of  the  location,  and  the  probable  ex- 
pense of  building  a  suitable  bridge ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  grand  inquest  to  take  up  and  consider,  on  Thurs- 
day morning  of  the  first  week  of  the  meeting  of  said  inquest, 
all  the  petitions  presented  to  them  for  such  bridges,  and  hear 
such  testimony  as  shall  be  offered  to  them  in  relation  to  the

Wiiereas,  The  aldermen  and  justices  of  the  peace  and  good 
citizens  having  business  before  them,  in  the  count}'  of  Alle- 
gheny, are  frequently  subjected  to  much  vexation,  hinderance 
and  contemptuous  abuse,  and  the  aldermen  and  justices  are 
often  anno3"ed  and  obstructed  in  the  execution  of  the  duties  of 
their  office  by  lawless  and  disorderly  persons,  to  the  great  in- 
jury of  a  proper  and  fearless  administration  of  justice  : 

And  whereas,  The  present  mode  of  punishing  such  offences 
by  indictment  is  ineffectual,  owing  to  the  expense  and  loss  of 
time  inflicted  on  the  magistrates  and  other  persons  aggrieved  : 
therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met.  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  William  Christie,  John  Carse,  Thomas  M'Farland,  Jonas  corporators. 
Gunnison,  P.  Metcalf,  H.  C.  Rogers,  A.  A.  Craig,  John  Hearn, 
J.  W.  Swalby,  Charles  M.  Reed,  Junior,  and  all  other  persons 
who  may  hereafter  associate  with  them,  iu  the  manner  here- 
inafter provided,  shall  be  a  corporate  body,  by  the  name  of 
the  Erie  Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Company,  and  shall  have  Name, 
power  and  authority  to  make  contracts  of  insurance  with  any  power  to  make 
person  or  persons,  or  any  body  politic  and  corporate,  against  insurance, 
loss  or  damage  by  fire  or  otherwise,  for  such  term  or  terms  of 
time,  and  for  such  premiums  or  consideration,  and  such  modi- 
fications and  restrictions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
said  corporation  and  the  persons  agreeing  with  them  for  said 
insurance. 

Section  2.  That  the  office  of  said  corporation  shall  be  office, 
located  in  the  city  of  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  aud  all  persons  who 
shall  hereafter  insure  with  the  said  corporation,  and  their 
executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  continuing  to  be  in- 
sured therein,  shall  thereby  become  members  thereof  during  jrem-be™.

Whereas,  The  citizens  of  Wilkesbarre  township,  in  Lu-  pream'j>. 
zerne  county,  are  laboring  under  great  inconveniences  for 
want  of  a  public  road  leading  from  a  point  on  the  Wilkes- 
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barre  and  Easton  turnpike  road,  near  the  residence  of  John 
Peters,  to  the  Wilkesbarre  and  Hazleton  turnpike  road,  near 
the  hotel  of  Patrick  Thornton,  being  a  distance  of  about  one 
mile  between  two  populous  districts  lying  contiguous  to  the 
borough  of  Wilkesbarre: 

And  whereas,  The  citizens  aforesaid  are  desirous  of  having 
the  said  road  or  avenue  seventy  feet  in  width : 

And  whereas,  The  courts  are  now  by  law  authorized  to  lay 
out  public  roads  only  fifty  feet  in  width  ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  axdhority  of  the  same, 
That  William  H.  Sturdevant,  Ephraim  Troxell,  George  W. 
Kirkendall,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners, 
to  survey  and  locate  a  road  seventy  feet  in  width,  by  the 
shortest  and  most  practicable  route  from  the  Wilkesbarre  and 
Easton  turnpike  road,  near  the  residence  of  Jolm  Peters,  to 
the  Wilkesbarre  and  Hazleton  turnpike  road,  near  the  hotel 
of  Patrick  Thornton,  in  the  township  of  Wilkesbarre,  Lu- 
zerne county  ;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  ascertain  and 
assess  the  damages,  if  any,  to  the  owners  of  the  lands  through 
which  said  road  may  be  located.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rejiresen- 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Asson- 
bly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  David  Campbell,  H.  Brady  Wilkins,  Wm.

otherwise  by  such  notification  inserted  three  times  in  the 
newspapers  aforesaid  ;  such  notice  shall  state  the  number  of 
shares  forfeited,  and  the  name  of  the  former  owner  thereof, 
and  shall  moreover  specify  a  time  and  place  at  which  the  same 
will  be  offered  for  sale  at  public  auction,  at  which  time  and 
place  the  said  board  are  hereby  authorized  to  sell  the  said  for- 
feited stock  to  the  highest  bidder ;  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  or 
*o  much  as  is  necessary,  to  be  appropriated  to  the  payment 
of  the  expenses  incurred  by  such  forfeiture  and  sale,  and  the 
said  assesment,  with  lawful  interest  thereon,  and  the  balance, 
if  any,  to  be  returned  to  the  previous  owner  of  the  stock  :  Pro- 
vided hoivever,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  proviso. 
as  to  prevent  any  such  delinquent  stockholder  or  stockholders 
from  re-purchasing  the  stock  which  has  thus  been  previously 
forfeited.

To  secure  the  grading  and  macadamizing  of  Washington  avenue,  in 
the  county  of  Allegheny. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  name  of  the  public  road  or  highway  commencing  at 
Saw  Mill  run,  near  Bell's  tavern,  in  the  township  of  Lower 
Saint  Clair,  in  the  county  of  Allegheny,  and  running  thence 
toward  Washington  count}',  through  the  townships  of  Lower 
Saint  Clair,  Scott  and  Snowden,  by  Bell's  tavern,  Hughey's 
shop,  Saint  Clair  church,  Blake  Scott's  blacksmith  shop  and 
Murray's  mill,  to  the  bridge  across  M'Laughlin's  run,  in  Upper 
Saint  Clair  township,  in  the  county  of  Allegheny  aforesaid, 
heretofore  known  as  the  Coal  Hill  and  Upper  Saint  Clair 
turnpike  road,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  to  be  Wash- 
ington avenue. 

Section  2.  That  John  Gilfillen,  Henry  Murray,  C.  S.  Fet- 
terman,  S.  S.  Boggs,  Frederick  Bailsman,  Robert  Boyd  and 
Richard  Knowlson,  be  and  are  hereby  appointed  and  consti- 
tuted commissioners  of  said  avenue  ;  and  they  and  their  suc- 
cessors are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
by  the  name  of  the  commissioners  of  Washington  avenue, 
and  until  such  time  as  the  board  of  commissioners  hereinafter 
provided  for  are  elected  and  duly  organized,  invested  with  all 
the  rights,  privileges,  powers,  duties  and  authority  as  are  here- 
inafter imposed  and  bestowed  upon  the  said  board  of  commis- 
sioners to  be  elected  regularly  annually  hereafter  ;  said  com- 
missioners to  serve  without  salary. 

Section  -8.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  owning  property  situate  either 
in  whole  or  in  part  within  the  following  limits,  to  wit :  On  the 
south-east  side  of  said  avenue  from  the  point  of  commence- 
ment at  Saw  Mill  run,  in  Lower  Saint  Clair  township,  to  the 
north-east  corner  of  Hughey's  shop,  in  said  township,  within 
three-fourths  of  a  mile  of  said  avenue  ;  and  from  the  north- 
east corner  of  Hughey's  shop,  aforesaid,  to  the  bridge  across 
M'Laughlin's  run,  in  Upper  Saint  Clair  township,  within  one 
mile  of  said  avenue  ;  and  on  the  north-west  side  of  said  avenue

tracts ;  the  contract  to  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  and  best  bid- 
der :  work  to  be  commenced  within  twenty  days  after  letting 
the  contracts,  and  prosecuted  diligently  to  completion  ;  to  fur- 
ther the  object  of  this  act,  and  after  said  avenue  is  completed, 
to  appoint  annually  a  road  commissioner  or  superintendent  to 
attend  to  and  keep  the  same  in  good  order,  repair  and  condi- 
tion under  their  supervision  and  control ;  to  appoint  such  num- 
ber of  toll  collectors,  as  hereinafter  directed,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  with  power  to  fix  the  salaries  and  compensation  of 
such  road  commissioners  or  superintendent  and  toll  collectors, 
and  to  audit  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  secretary  and  trea- 
surer annually,  and  report  the  same,  in  writing,  at  the  time  of 
the  annual  election. 

Section  T.  That  all  road  taxes  hereafter  levied  and  assessed 
by  township  authorities  on  the  property  abutting  on  said  ave- 
nue, or  through  which  it  may  pass,  shall  be  paid  over,  by  the 
collectors  thereof,  to  the  secretary  of  said  avenue,  and  ap- 
plied by  the  commissioners  of  said  avenue  to  the  construction 
and  maintenance  thereof:  Provided  however,  That  none  of 
the  road  tax  assessed  on  property  lying  on  the  south-east  side 
of  the  old  Washington  road,  between  Saw  Mill  run  aforesaid, 
and  the  north-east  corner  of  Hughey's  shop  aforesaid,  shall 
be  collected  for  the  use  of  said  avenue. 
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Section  8.  That  said  avenue  shall  be  fifty  feet  in  width,  and  width  and 
the  grade  thereof  not  greater  than  four  degrees.  grade. 

Section  9.  That  the  board  of  commissioners  are  hereby  commissioners 
authorized  and  required,  as  soon  as  said  avenue  is  completed,  hoosesand 
to  ereet  one  or  more  suitable  toll-houses  and  gates,  at  eonve-  gates,  and  ap- 
nient  places  on  said  avenue,  and  employ  suitable  persons  to  pom 
collect  tolls  from  all  persons  using  and  traveling  upon  said 
avenue,  at  the  following  rates,  (excepting  as  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed in  the  tenth  section  of  this  act,)  to  wit :    For  each  Rates  of  toils, 
horse,  mule  or  jack,  with  or  without  rider,  two  cents  per  mile; 
for  each  carriage,  wagon,  buggy,  cart,  sulky,  sled  or  sleigh, 
drawn  by  one  horse,  mule  or  jack,  three  cents  per  mile,  and 
for  eveiy  additional  horse,  mule  or  jack  used  in  drawing  any 
such  vehicle,  one  cent  per  mile;  for  every  four  head  or  less 
number  of  cattle,  sheep  or  swine,  one  cent  per  mile  ;  for  every 
wagon  or  other  vehicle  drawn  by  one  yoke  of  oxen,  four  cents 
per  mile,  and  an  additional  two  cents  per  mile  for  every  ad- 
ditional yoke  of  oxen:  Provided  however,  That  all  persons

of  the  president  of  the  board  of  commissioners,  and  to  state 
the  object  of  the  meeting;  the  regular  meetings  shall  be  held 
once  in  every  three  months,  and  special  meetings  at  the  call  of 
the  president  or  of  the  quorum  of  the  board. 

Section  13.  That  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  annually 
select  the  president  or  cashier  of  a  solvent  bank,  or  a  private 
banker,  to  act  as  treasurer,  he  giving  bond  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  and  to  pay  interest  on  current  balances  ;  said  interest 
to  be  for  the  exclusive  use  of  said  avenue ;  he  to  be  the  only 
person  allowed  to  pay  money  ont,  and  that  only  on  checks 
signed  by  the  president  and  attested  by  the  secretaiy,  and 
made  payable  to  order  of  persons  receiving  the  money. 

Section  14.  That  all  moneys  received  by  the  treasurer  shall 
be  applied  to  the  construction  and  repair  of  the  avenue  ;  and 
if  an}'  surplus  remains  in  their  hands,  the  said  commissioners, 
in  their  discretion,  may  apply  the  same  to  the  repairs  of  any 
roads  leading  into  said  avenue ;  and  that  the  treasurer's  account 
shall  be  annually  settled  by  said  commissioners. 

Section  15.  It  shall  and  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  lawful 
for  the  board  of  commissioners  of  said  avenue,  their  agents, 
employees  and  servants,  to  enter  upon  the  land  lying  along 
said  avenue,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  timber,  stone  and 
other  materials,  for  the  construction,  completion  and  mainte- 
nance of  said  avenue,  and  to  pay  or  allow  such  reasonable 
compensation  for  such  materials  as  maj*  be  agreed  upon  with 
the  owner  of  such  land  so  entered  upon  ;  and  in  case  of  failure 
of  said  commissioners  and  owner  of  said  land  to  agree  on  the 
compensation  for  such  materials,  so  taken,  the  same  shall  be 
referred  to  three  disinterested  persons  for  settlement,  and  if 
they  cannot  agree,  then  to  bt  settled  under  the  general  rail- 
road law,  passed  nineteenth  February,  Anno  Domini  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  fort}'-nine  ;  and  that  where  any  change 
of  location  shall  be  made,  damages  shall  be  assessed  under  the 
general  railroad  law  aforesaid. 

Section  16.  The  board  of  commissioners  of  said  avenue  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  adopt  such  by-laws  as  may 
enable  them  to  cany  out  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem-

Requesting  Congress  to  legislate  against  the  obstruction  of  the  navi- 
gation of  the  Ohio  river,  by  the  construction  of  bridges  over  said 
river. 

Whereas,  The  Ohio  river  is  the  only  channel  through 
which  the  coal  and  bulky  products  of  western  Pennsylvania 
can  cheaply  reach  the  consumer  in  the  south  and  west  ; 

And  whereas,  The  government  of  the  United  States,  in 
order  to  render  less  dangerous  the  navigation  of  said  river, 
and  thereby  stimulate  inland  commerce  between  all  the  points 
connected  with  the  great  system  of  navigable  rivers  termina- 
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ting  at  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  have  made  liberal  appropriations 
to  remove  all  natural  obstructions  between  the  source  of  the 
Ohio  and  Louisville  : 

/nd  whereas,  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company 
are  constructing  two  railroad  bridges  across  said  river  be- 
tween Pittsburg  and  the  mouth  of  the  Big  Sandy,  which  will 
greatly  and  permanently  obstruct  the  navigation  thereof,  by 
the  present  and  only  economical  mode  of  transporting  coal 
over  said  river  : 

And  whereas,  Two  large  steamers  and  a  great  number  of 
ladened  coal  barges  have  already  been  wrecked  and  lost  by 
reason  of  unavoidable  collision  with  the  unfinished  piers  of 
said  bridges ;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly 
met,  That  our  senators  are  hereby  instructed,  and  our  repre- 
sentatives in  Congress  requested,  to  urge  upon  Congress  the 
great  necessity  of  enacting  such  laws  as  will  prevent  the  com-

at  least  twenty  days'  notice  of  the  same,  in  not  less  than  two 
papers  in   Bucks  county,  to  elect  directors  of  the  ensuing 
year,  to  hear  the  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  company,  and 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  5.  That  every  election  for  directors  shall  be  by  Election  of  di- 
ballot,  to  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes  cast  ;  each  mem-  rectors- 
ber  shall  have  one  vote  ;  the  board  of  directors  shall  appoint 
three  members,  not  directors,  as  tellers  of  the  election.

That  every  person  who  shall  become  a  member  Deposit  of  pro- 
of said  company,  by  effecting  insurance  therein,  shall,  before  missoiy  u 
he  receives  his,  her  or  their  policy,  deposit  for  such  insurance 
his,  her  or  their  promissory  note  for  such  a  sum  of  money  as 
shall  be  determined  by  the  directors  ;  a  part  not  exceeding  ten  Payments  on 
per  centum  of  the  amount  insured  to  be  paid  in  cash,  and  note" 
annually  an  interest  on  said  note  as  may  be  fixed  by  said  di- 
rectors, not  exceeding  six  per  centum  ;  the  said  deposit  note 
shall  be  payable  in  part  or  whole  at  any  time  when  the  direc- 
tors shall  deem  the  same  requisite  for  the  payment  of  losses 
by  death,  of  any  property  insured  by  accident  or  disease,  and 
such  incidental  expenses  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  trans- 
action of  the  business  of  the  said  corporation;  and  at  the  Note  to  be  given 
expiration  of  the  time  of  insurance,  the  said  note  or  such  part  oTume^of^nsi" 
of  the  same  as  shall  remain  unpaid,  after  deducting  all  losses  ranee, 
and  expenses  during  said  time,  shall  be  relinquished  and  given 
up  to  the  maker  thereof;  no  premium  so  paid  shall  ever  be 
withdrawn  from  said  company. 

Section  8.  That  suits  of  law  may  be  maintained  by  said  suits. 
corporation,  against  any  of  its  members,  for  any  cause  relating 
to  the  business  of  said  corporation,  against  any  of  its  members  ; 
also  suits  at  law  may  be  prosecuted  and  maintained  by  any 
member  against  the  said  corporation  for  losses  by  death  of 
his,  her  or  their  horses,  mules  or  other  domestic  animals  in- 
sured in  said  company,  if  payment  is  withheld  more  than 
sixty  days  after  the  company  is  duly  notified  of  such  loss. 

Section  9.  That  the  real  estate  which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Reai  estate. 
said  corporation  to  purchase,  receive,  hold  and  convey,  shall 
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be  such  as  shall  be  required  for  its  immediate  accommodation 
in  the  convenient  transaction  of  its  business. 

Section  10.  That  no  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  funds 
of  said  company  for  the  purpose  of  making  dividends  or 
profits,  nor  for  other  purposes  than  first  to  defray  the  current 
or  incidental  charges  of  the  corporation,  and  then  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  such  damages  as  any  member  of  said  com- 
pany or  insurer  may  be  justly  entitled  to;  and  when  the  just 
demands  of  any  insurer  in  said  company  or  member  thereof

pa}7  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  his,  her  or  their  propor- 
tionable parts  of  such  rates,  within  sixty  days  after  such 
publication  as  aforesaid,  and  in  default  thereof  shall  be  pro- 
ceeded against  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the 
by-laws  made  by  said  corporation. 

Section  11.  That  all  and  every  of  the  members  of  this 
company  who  shall  sustain  any  loss  by  the  death  of  his,  her 
or  their  horses,  mules  or  other  domestic  animals  insured  in 
said  company,  shall  give  notice  to  three  of  the  nearest  resi- 
dents, being  directors  of  this  company,  who  shall  with  as  little 
delay  as  possible  examine  and  assess  said  damages  and  report 
the  same  to  the  president  and  secretary  within  ten  days  from 
the  time  of  their  receiving  notice  ;  the  said  president  or  secre- 
tary shall  immediately  after  receiving  said  report,  and  ascer- 
taining the  sum  which  said  parties  shall  be  lawfully  entitled 
to,  make  provisions  and  payment  as  herein  specified. 

Section  12.  That  within  thirt}r  days  after  any  annual  meet- 
ing, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  the  company  to 
cause  to  be  made  and  published  in  at  least  two  newspapers, 
one  of  which  shall  be  in  Bucks  county,  and  one  in  Philadel- 
phia county,  a  general  balance  statement  of  the  affairs  of  said 
company.  Such  statement  shall  contain :  First,  the  amount

Albert  Hummel,  H.  A.    Kelker,  Abner    Rutherford,  Henry 
Felix,  H.  C.  Fahnestock,  Doctor  George  Bailey,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, be  and  tbey  are  hereby  made  and  created  a  corpora- 
tion and  body  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Dime  Name. 
Savings  Institution  of  Harrisburg,  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  by  law  be  capable  to  hold  and  Powers  an(J 
dispose  of  property,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im-  privileges. 
pleaded,  answer  and  defend  in  courts  of  law  and  equity,  or  in

bonds  of  any  city  authorized  to  be  issued  by  any  act  of  the 
legislature  of  this  commonwealth,  or  in  other  stocks,  ©r  in 
bonds  and  mortgages  and  other  approved  and  valid  securities  ; 
the  said  corporation  shall  receive  all  suras  of  money  that 
majr  be  offered  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  invest  the  same  in  the 
manner  aforesaid  as  soon  as  practicable  ;  they  shall  allow  to  interest  to  de- 
the  depositors  interest  upon  the  deposits,  to  be  regulated  by  P°sltors- 
the  trustees  as  hereinafter  provided  ;  and  they  shall  pay  the 
amounts  deposited,  with  the   interest   thereon,  or  any  part  Payment  of  de- 
thereof,  not  less  than  ten  cents,  to  the  depositors  at  the  place  posl  s' 
of  business  of  the  said  corporation,  at  any  time  during  busi- 
ness hours  on  demand :    Provided  however,  That  not  more  Notice  required 
than  twenty-five  dollars  shall  be  required  to  be  paid  to  any  ^eedsla5ant 
one  depositor,  upon  any  one  day,  unless  a  written  notice  of 
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the  sum  intended  to  be  demanded  shall  have  b'een  given  at 
least  ten  judicial  days  before  the  time  when  such  payment  is 
desired  to  be  made,  unless  by  special  agreement  made  at  the 
time  of  depositing. 

Section  3.  That  the  real  estate  which  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  said  corporation  to  hold  shall  be  only  such  as  is  requisite 
for  the  accommodation  and  comrenient  transaction  of  their 
business,  and  such  as  they  may  find  necessary  to  purchase 
either  at  judicial  sales  or  otherwise  to  secure  debts  due  to  them. 

Section  4.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act,  or  any  five  of  them,  shall  elect  by  ballot  five  persons 
from  among  those  named  in  this  bill  to  be  the  first  trustees 
of  the  said  corporation ;  no  person  to  be  considered  elected 
unless  he  shall  have  received  the  affirmative  vote  of  at  least 
four  of  the  said  corporators  ;  that  vacancies  by  death,  resig- 
nation or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of  trustees 
as  soon  as  practicable,  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  three 
of  their  number,  at  any  election  held  by  ballot ;  that  the  said 
trustees  shall  select  from  among  themselves  a  president  and 
vice  president,  and  shall  appoint  such  other  officers  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  ;  that  three  of  the  said  trustees  shall 
form  a  quorum,  and  that  the  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  three 
shall  be  requisite  to  authorize  the  sale  or  transfer  of  securi- 
ties, or  the  appointment  of  any  officer  receiving  compensation  ; 
that  the  president,  vice  president  or  any  trustee,  or  any  offi- 
cer or  servant  of  the  said  corporation,  shall  not  directly  or 
indirectly  borrow  the  funds  of  the  said  corporation,  nor  anj- 
part  thereof,  nor  use  the  same  nor  any  part  thereof,  in  any 
other  manner  than  that  hereinbefore  provided,  except  for  the 
payment  of  the  necessaiy  expenses  under  the  direction  of 
the  board  of  trustees ;  that  the  said  trustees  shall  meet  regu- 
larly at  least  once  a  month,  and  that  aiy  trustee  omitting  to 
attend  the  said  regular  meetings  for  six  successive  months, 
ma\r,  by  a  vote  of  the  board,  be  declared  to  have  vacated  his 
office  ;  that  the  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  enact  b3'-laws 
not  contrary  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  the.

tion of  a  month ;  that  deposits  made  by  minors  or  married 
women  may  be  repaid  to  them,  and  their  receipts  shall  dis- 
charge the  said  corporation  from  any  further  claims  for  the 
sums  so  repaid. 

Section  6.  That  for  the  security  of  the  depositors  of  the

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  J.  Alexander  Simpson,  H.  E.  Wallace,  J.  W.  Stokes,  J. 
L.  Gihon,  Jno.  Tash,  J.  M.  Graeff,  R.  Farrell,  and  their  suc- 
cessors and  associates,  be  and  are  hereby  incorporated  and 
constituted  a  body  politic,  in  fact  and  in  law,  by  the  name, 
style  and  title  of  the  American  Artisans'  Aid  Association, 
and  shall  have  perpetual  succession  of  the  same,  with  all  the 
rights,  privileges  and  immunities  incident  to  corporations,  to 
have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  to  make 
all  necessary  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  of  Penns3dvania,  to  establish  agencies,  and 
to  do  all  such  other  things  as  may  be  requisite  or  proper  to 
encourage  inventors,  mechanics  and  others  to  extend  the  know- 
ledge and  promote  the  introduction  of  useful  inventions,  de- 
signs, discoveries  and  processes. 

Section  2.  There  shall  annually  be  elected  five  managers, 
a  president,  a  secretary  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  have  charge 
of  the  affairs  of  the  compan}r,  subject  to  this  act  and  the  by- 
laws of  the  company. 

Section  3.  The  capital  stock  shall  consist  of  one  thousand 
shares,  of  fifty  dollars  each,  with  the  right  to  increase  the  same 
to  any  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  by 
a  vote  of  three- fourths  of  the  stockholders  ;  and  the  company 
shall  have  a  right  to  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness  in  sums 
not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  each,  payable  at  such  time 
after  the  date  thereof  as  the  parties  receiving  the  same  may 
assent  to. 

Section  4.  That  the  company  nia}^  from  time  to  time  offer 
such  rewards  or  premiums  as  they  may  see  proper  for  the

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsijlvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  Robert  Thorne,  T.  B.  Barber,  David  Lawson,  W.  L. 
Corbett,  J.  T.  Hendtnan  and  J.  M.  Alexander,  and  such  other 
persons  as  are  or  may  be  associated  with  them  under  the  au- 
thority of  this  act,  being  citizens  of  the  commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,  their  successors  or  assigns,  are  hereby  made  a 
corporation,  by  the  name  of  the  Clarion  County  Mutual  Fire 
Insurance  Company,  with  its  business  office  to  be  located  in 
the  borough  of  Clarion,  in  the  county  of  Clarion;  and  they 
and  their  successors  are  hereby  made  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate iu  law  with  all  the  legal  incidents  of.  a  corporation

Section  1.  lie  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,

That  the  said  bridge  company  shall  have  all  the 
rights  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  of 
the  general  acts  of  assembly  relating  to  bridge  companies 
heretofore  passed,  and  now  remaining  in  force  in  this  common- 
wealth, as  far  as  the  same  are  consistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

That  upon  the  completion  of  the  said  bridge,  the 
same  shall  be  held  a  public  highway,  for  the  conveyance  of 
passengers  and  the  transportation  of  freight,  subject  to  such 
rules  and  regulations,  in  relation  to  the  same,  as  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  of  the  said  company  shall  hereafter  fix  upon 
and  establish  ;  and  the  said  company  may  from  time  to  time 
establish^  demand  and  receive  such  rates  of  toll  or  other  com- 
pensation for  the  use  of  said  bridge,  or  any  track  or  part 
thereof,  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers,  the  transportation 
of  merchandise  and  other  commodities,  and  for  the  vehicles 
containing  the  same,  or  otherwise,  passing  over  or  on  said 
bridge,  by  commutation  or  otherwise,  as  to  the  president  and 
directors  of  the  said  bridge  company  may  seem  reasonable  and 
proper. 

Section  8.  That  this  charter  shall  be  perpetual,  subject  to 
only  to  the  powers  of  the  legislature  to  alter  revoke  or  annul 
the  same.
